National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities — Information  has  been  received  in  the 

Office  of  the  Dean  of  the  College  regarding  NEH  Summer  Stipends  for  1981. 
Application  deadline  is  October  13,  1980;  stipend  is  $2,500.   Applicants 
must  be  nominated  by  their  employing  institutions,  which  may  nominate 
three  summer  stipend  applicants.   Two  of  these  nominees  must  be  in  an 
early  stage  of  their  careers;  no  more  than  one  may  be  in  a  more  advanced 
stage.

CRIMINAL  JUSTICE  ANNUAL  REPORT  -  1979-80 

The  Criminal  Justice  Program  had  69  majors  during  the  1979-80  academic  year  and 
graduated  33.   Over  50  letters  have  been  mailed  to  individuals  expressing  an  intere 
in  the  Criminal  Justice  Program.   Presently  11  applicants  intending  to  major  in 
Criminal  Justice  have  been  accepted  with  7  confirmed.   This  suggests  that  the  numbe 
of  Criminal  Justice  majors  for  the  1980-81  academic  year  will  be  somewhat  less  than 
the  past  year. 

The  two  tracks  of  law  enforcement  and  corrections  are  now  about  equally  divided 
with  the  law  enforcement  track  continuing  to  increase  in  number  each  year.   Howeveri 
many  students  complete  the  requirements  for  both  tracks. 

Twelve  students  completed  internships  and  practicums  in  various  Criminal  Justice 
agencies  during  the  past  year.   Three  students  from  the  1980  graduating  class  are 
presently  engaged  in  law  enforcement  and  one  has  been  admitted  to  Indiana  Universit 
of  Pennsylvania  graduate  study. 

The  Criminal  Justice  Advisory  Committee  currently  consists  of  Professors  Hancock, 
Piper,  and  Strauser.  Committee  meetings  during  this  academic  year  centered  for  the 
most  part  on  program  expansion,  course  changes,  and  initiation  of  a  student  advisoi 
Committee.  The  Coordinating  Committee  met  with  the  Dean  of  the  College  once  to 
discuss  the  feasibility  of  expansion  of  the  Criminal  Justice  Program  and  the  hirin 
of  an  additional  faculty  member.  The  Criminal  Justice  Program  was  initiated  in  19] 
and  has  what  one  could  consider  a  successful  5-year  growth  period.  The  Coordinatii 
Committee  does  not  feel  the  College  has  utilized  the  full  potential  of  the  Crimina] 
Justice  popularity  to  its  utmost.  No  definite  decision  was  reached  relative  to  an} 
expansion.

INTERNSHIPS  -  Guidelines  As  Adopted  bv  the  Committee  on  Individual  Studio 
Fall  1979. 

PURPOSE 

An  internship  should  integrate  material  already  studied  with  practical 
experience.  It  should  stimulate  the  desire  to  explore  and  apply  additional 
theories  and  concepts. 

APPLICATION  DEADLINE  AND  ACADEMIC  STANDING 

All  application  deadlines  will  be  strictly  observed.   The  Committee  will 
interpret  the  phrase  on  the  application  "in  good  academic  standing"  to  mean 
that  at  the  time  of  application  and  during  the  term  of  the  internship,  the 
student  is  not  on  academic  probation. 

Application  deadlines:    For  Spring  Semester  -  November  1:   3-4  units 

November  15:   2  or  less  units 

For  May,  Summer  or  Fall  -  March  15:  3-4  units 

March  29:  2  or  less  units 

ONE  AND  TWO  UNIT  INTERNSHIPS 

1.  MINIMAL  STANDARDS 

The  Committee  on  Individual  Studies  has  established  the  following  as 
minimal  standards  for  the  approval  of  internship  applications: 

For  one-unit  Internships >  a  daily  log  or  journal,  a  research  paper 
of  approximately  10  pages  or  its  equivalent,  and  a  reading  list 
adequate  for  that  purpose  (approximately  5  books  or  equivalent 
readings)  are  recommended.   At  least  10  hours  should  be  spent  in 
agency  duties  per  week. 

For  two-unit  Internships,  a  daily  log  and  major  research  paper  (at 
least  15-20  pages)  or  its  equivalent  are  recommended.   A  substantial 
reading  list  (at  least  5-8  readings)  is  also  expected.   At  least 
20  hours  should  "be  spent  in  agency  duties  per  week. 

The  Committee  recognizes  the  fact  that  certain  types  of  internships  may 
not  lend  themselves  to  this  format.   In  the  case  of  such  internships,  the 
Committee  does  expect,  however,  an  equivalent  academic  work-load. 

2.  READING  LISTS 

The  Committee  recognizes  the  difficulty  involved  in  establishing  final 
reading  lists  and  research  topics  prior  to  the  start  of  the  internship.   The 
Committee  feels,  however,  that  every  effort  should  be  made  to  plan  for  the 
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student's  academic  work  well  in  advance  of  the  start  of  internship  duties.   Therefore, 

the  Committee  expects  that  every  effort  will  have  been  made  to  establish  at  least 

a  tentative  reading  list  and  research  topic.   It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Academic 

Director  to  ensure  that  the  academic  work  listed  on  the  application  is  actually 

performed. 

3.  APPLICATION  FORMAT 

The  application  should  include  a  complete  description  of  evaluative  devices  and 
their  relative  worth  in  determining  the  grade  for  each  unit  of  the  Internship. 

A  complete  description  of  Internship  duties  and  activities  at  the  agency  should 
include  a  prospective  work  schedule,  including  agency  hours  and  an  estimate  of  hours 
expected  to  be  spent  outside  of  agency  duties  on  academic  work. 

In  addition  to  the  meeting  held  prior  to  submission  of  the  Internship  applica- 
tion, the  Intern  and  Academic  Director  should  plan  on  arranging  and  scheduling  at 
least  bimonthly  conferences. 

4.  DEFINITIONS  OF  FUNCTIONS  AND  RESPONSIBILITIES 

During  the  pre-application  meeting,  it  shall  be  the  joint  responsibility  of  the 
Intern,  Academic  Director,  and  Agency  Supervisor  to  define  the  functions  and  respon- 
sibilities of  the  agency  so  that  these  functions  may  be  clearly  explained  on  the 
application  form. 

THREE  AND  FOUR  UNIT  INTERNSHIP 

An  internship  for  more  than  two  units  of  credit  requires  an  increase  in  academic 
work  proportionate  to  the  additional  academic  credit  earned.   Under  normal  circumstance 
no  more  than  two  units  of  credit  may  be  earned  for  any  Internship.   Internship  applica- 
tions for  more  than  two  units  will  only  be  considered  if  the  prospective  Intern  and 
Academic  Director  appear  before  the  Committee. 

1.    DEADLINES 

Applications  must  be  presented  to  the  Individual  Studies  Committee  by  November  1 
for  Internships  expected  to  begin  in  the  Spring  Semester,  by  March  15  for  Internships 
beginning  during  May  Term,  Summer  Term,  or  Fall  Semester.   This  deadline  will  allow 
ample  time  for  reviewing  the  application  and  .personal  appearance  of  the  Intern  and 
Academic  Director  before  the  Committee. 
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2.   APPLICATION  FORMAT 


Applications  for  3  or  4  unit  Internships  shall  follow  the  format  of  the 
standard  application,  but  shall  be  completed  in  greater  detail. 

a.  Because  the  3  or  4  unit  Internships  represent  approximately 
one-eighth  of  the  college  degree  requirement,  the  academic 
work  required  must  closely  reflect  equivalent  course  work. 
It  is  expected  that  the  Intern  and  Academic  Director  shall 
include  statements  along  with  the  Internship  application  form 
that  validate  the  academic  value  of  the  Internship  with  respect 
to  equivalent  course  work.   It  is  also  expected  that  the 
Academic  Director  shall  submit  a  statement  signed  by  the  depart- 
mental chairman  that  the  Intern's  department  as  a  whole  recognizes 
and  agrees  to  the  academic  validity  of  the  Internship  for  both 
the  department  and  Lycoming  College. 

b.  The  application  should  include  a  complete  description  of 
evaluative  devices  and  their  relative  worth  in  determining  the 
grade  for  each  unit  of  the  Internship. 

c.  An  extensive  description  of  Internship  duties  and  activities 
at  the  agency  should  include  a  prospective  work  schedule,  in- 
cluding agency  hours  and  an  estimate  of  hours  expected  to  be 
spent  outside  of  agency  duties  on  academic  work. 

d.  In  addition  to  the  meeting  held  prior  to  submission  of  the  Intern- 
ship application,  the  Intern  and  Academic  Director  should  plan 

on  arranging  and  scheduling  at  least  bimonthly  conferences. 
Internships  of  3  or  4  units  will  require  a  greater  input  of  time 
by  the  Academic  Director  in  order  to  understand  and  evaluate 
performance.   It  is  hoped  that  Academic  Directors  will  take 
opportunities  to  observe  Interns  at  work  at  their  agencies. 

3.   DEFINITIONS  OF  FUNCTIONS  AND  RESPONSIBILITIES 

During  the  pre-application  meeting,  it  shall  be  the  joint  responsibility 
of  the  Intern,  Academic  Director,  and  Agency  Supervisor  to  define  the  functions 
and  responsibilities  of  the  agency  so  that  these  functions  may  be  clearly  ex- 
plained on  the  application  form  and  to  the  Committee  upon  appeal. 
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READING  LIST  AND  ACADEMIC  REQUIREMENTS 


a.  At  the  time  of  application,  the  reading  list  must  reflect  extensive 
academic  approach  beyond  agency  work.   The  usual  requirement  for 
one  Internship  unit  is  at  least  five  texts,  or  equivalent  readings, 
in  professional  journals,  monographs,  etc.,  in  those  Internships 
where  this  is  appropriate.   Internships  for  more  than  one  unit  should 
involve  readings  and  study  that  reflect  the  nature  of  the  multiple 
unit  internship. 

b.  A  daily  log,  diary,  or  journal  is  highly  recommended. 

c.  Internships  of  3  or  A  units  should  produce  at  least  one  major 
academic  presentation;  a  new  technique,  major  artistic  product, 
extensive  publication,  or  other  original  work  are  examples. 

d.  Three  unit  Internships  are  expected  to  involve  approximately  thirty 
hours  of  c^ency  activity;  four  units,  forty. 

5.  EDUCATIONAL  OBJECTIVES 

In  addition  to  the  application  statements,  the  Intern  shall  include  with  the 
application  form  a  statement  of  educational  objectives  and  experiential  values 
that  indicates  the  extraordinary  nature  of  the  Internship  as  it  relates  to  the 
Intern  and  to  Lycoming  College. 

The  Intern  and  Academic  Director  (or  Department  Chairman)  may  be  requested 
by  the  Committee  to  explain  the  Internship  in  more  detail. 

6.  ESTABLISHED  INTERNSHIPS 

Internships  shall  be  designed  to  equate  to  any  multiple  of  one  or  one-half 
unit  of  course  credit.   Normally,  no  more  than  two  units  of  credit  may  be  earned 
by  any  student. 

a.   Certain  non-resident  internships  have  been  established  at  the 
four  units  of  credit  level;  such  internships  will  be  considered 
after  the  appearance  of  the  faculty  advisor  and/or  department 
chairman  before  the  Individual  Studies  Committee  to  defend  the 
value  of  such  internships.   After  receiving  initial  committee 
approval,  such  internships  will  require  an  appearance  before  the 
Individual  Studies  Committee  only  if  there  is  a  substantial 
change  in  the  Internship  format. 
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CREDIT  TOWARD  MAJOR 

Suggested  number  of  credit  units  of  internship  that  may  be  applied  inward 
an  academic  major:   Believing  that  a  certain  amount  of  basic  material  should  be 
explored  under  the  guidance  of  college  instructors  to  maintain  the  credibility 
of  the  degree,  the  Committee  discourages  applying  mere  than  two  credit  units  of 
internship  toward  a  major  for  purposes  of  graduation. 

In  this  same  vein,  the  Registrar  will  state  the  total  number  of  hours  the 
individual  has  already  spent  in  individual  studies  programs  when  each  neu 
proposal  is  presented.   It  is  not  the  intention  to  establish  a  maximum  on  these 
types  of  projects  but  in  certain  cases,  the  Committee  may  wish  to  limit  the 
number  of  individual  studies  in  order  to  prevent  an  over-concentration  in  one 
subject  area. 

REPETITIVE  INTERNSHIPS 

A  repetitive  internship  is  regarded  by  the  Committee  as  one  that  substantially 
duplicates  agency  responsibilities  and/or  academic  requirements  which  the 
student  has  performed  in  a  previous  internship  experience.   Such  internship 
applications  will  not  be  considered  for  approval  by  the  Committee.   Students 
may  apply  for  internships  that  involve  the  same  agency  but  include  substantially 
different  agency  and  academic  work. 

INTERNSHIP  FILES 


In  order  to  reduce  the  work  involved  for  employers,  departments  and  interns, 
and  to  integrate  some  internships  into  the  curriculum,  the  Committee  would  like 
to  organize  a  file  of  recent  internships.   Therefore,  it  requests  that  depart- 
ments with  internships  provide  the  Committee  with  descriptions  of  those  projects 
completed  within  the  last  three  years. 

AGENCY  SUPERVISOR'S  EVALUATION 

By  faculty  action  in  Spring  1979,  each  department  has  th«s  responsibility 
of  developing  an  appropriate  evaluation  form  for  the  agency  supervisor. 

The  Committee  requires  that  a  copy  of  the  agency  supervisor's  evaluation 
report  be  filed  with  the  Committee  at  the  completion  of  an  internship. 
Tnere  are  two  reasons  for  requiring  this  form: 

L.   Since  the  Committee  is  charged  with  evaluation  of  the  prograta 
every  two  years,  it  would  facilitate  the  gathering  of  data 
necessary  to  make  such  an  evaluation. 

2.       It  would  allow  the  Committee  to  complete  their  records  on  the  intern. 

The  Committee  is  not  interested  in  participating  in  the  grading  process  of 
any  student.   This  information  is  strictly  limited  to  the  two  reasons  stated  above. 
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I.    WORKLOAD  FOR  ACADEMIC  DIRECTORS 

A  shortcoming  exists  within  the  Internship  program  with  respect  to  the 
commitment  of  time  by  Academic  Directors.   Prospective  Academic  Directors  should 
be  aware  of  the  time  requirements  for  the  administration  of  Individual  Studies. 
In  accordance  with  Academic  Procedures  statement  5.15  (Honors  and  Independent 
Study)  on  the  limitation  of  supervision,  "A  faculty  member  may  supervise  a 
maximum  of  three  students  engaged  in  Independent  Studies  -..",  a  limitation  for 
Academic  Directors  for  Individual  Studies  is  prudent.   Within  the  program  of 
Individual  Studies,  it  is  recommended  that  the  usual  load  for  Academic  Directors 
of  Individual  Studies  be  based  upon  a  total  of  five  studies. 

1.  Independent  Studies  have  proven  to  be  somewhat  more  time  consuming 
than  Internships  and  a  total  load  of  five  may  be  an  overload  for 
individuals  directing  Individual  Studies  for  the  first  time. 

2.  The  Committee  recognizes  that  certain  departments  have  unusually 
large  Independent  Studies/Internship  loads.  Such  situations  are 
beyond  the  scope  of  this  Committee's  recommendations. 

3.  The  direction  of  Internships  has  proved  to  be  quite  time  consuming. 
Academic  Directors  should  plan  to  allocate  one  to  three  hours 

per  week,  per  Internship.

MEETING  OF  THE  FACULTY 
LYCOMING  COLLEGE 
September  9,  1980 

President  Blumer  opened  the  meeting  at  4:30  p.m.,  and  led  the  Faculty  in  prayer. 

The  Faculty  approved  the  minutes  of  the  meetings  of  March  11  and  April  23  as 
distributed. 

SECRETARY'S  REPORT 

The  Secretary  reported  that  he  had  contacted  Mr.  Glunk,  as  requested  by  the  Faculty, 
regarding  whether  there  would  be  a  problem  establishing  a  mechanism  implementing  the 
English  I  proposal  approved  in  the  last  Faculty  meeting.   The  section  of  the  proposal 
that  was  of  concern  reads  "One-half  unit  and  a  grade  of  'S1  will  be  assigned  when  the 
student  has  successfully  completed  all  work  in  the  course."  Mr.  Glunk  responded 
"Students  will  be  listed  as  "I"  until  the  course  is  completed.   The  six-week  deadline 
will  not  apply  to  the  course.   It  will  be  a  control  problem  if  the  extension  goes  any 
longer  than  a  semester.   The  English  department  must  try  to  control  this  under  present 
legislation." 

ORDERS  OF  THE  DAY 

President  Blumer  appointed  Richard  Morris  as  parliamentarian  and  thanked  him  for  his 
previous  service  as  Faculty  Secretary. 

Dan  King  and  Mary  Ellen  Verzaro  were  nominated  to  replace  Dr.  Morris  as  Faculty 
Secretary.   Ms.  Verzaro  was  elected  to  this  position. 

OLD  BUSINESS 
There  was  none. 

NEW  BUSINESS 

Dean  Van  Marter  and  President  Blumer  introduced  new  members  of  the  faculty  and 
administration. 

John  Piper  presented  a  report  on  the  Committee  on  Promotion  and  Tenure.   He  stated 
that  this  report  represented  his  own  views  on  the  Committee  and  was  made  without 
consultation  with  his  Committee  colleagues. 

Dr.  Piper  briefly  defined  the  charge  of  the  Committee  and  presented  data  which  de- 
scribed its  composition  from  1970-80.   He  then  summarized  the  development  of  Committee 
policy  during) this  time,  and  described  three  problem  areas  facing  the  Committee  in  the 
future.   (1)  Because  the  Committee's  deliberations  often  involve  the  consideration  of 
personal  information,  they  must  be  conducted  with  utmost  confidentiality.   The  Faculty's 
heightened  interest  in  promotion  and  tenure  matters  causes  them  to  mistake  this  desire 
for  confidentiality  for  secrecy.   Since  the  Committee's  semi-legal  status  obligates  it 
I  to  protect  the  confidentiality  of  all  participants  in  the  tenure  and  promotion  process, 
Dr.  Piper  felt  that  the  "image  problem"  of  the  Committee  was  unavoidable.   (2)  The 
trend  toward  litigation  in  promotion  and  tenure  matters  seems  more  pronounced  of  late 
in  higher  education.   The  deliberations  of  the  Committee  could  become  the  focal  point 
of  legal  controversy  in  the  coming  years,  and  Dr.  Piper  hoped  that  a  sense  of  colle- 
giality  would  prevail  among  Lycoming  faculty.   (3)  The  third  problem  faced  by  the 
Promotion  and  Tenure  Committee  deals  with  faculty  structure.   Dr.  Piper  expressed 
the  belief  that  a  gap  exists  between  the  .  Individual  faculty  member  and  the  upper 
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strata  of  the  administration.   He  attributes  this  gap  to  the  failure  of  department 
chairmen  to  function  in  important  areas  of  personnel,  such  as  observing  classroom 
performance,  suggesting  curricular  and  scheduling  changes,  and  monitoring  and 
encouraging  research.   Department  chairmen  perceive  themselves  as  a  colleague 
rather  than  an  administrator  and  avoid  assuming  a  leadership  role  with  personnel 
in  their  own  department.   Dr.  Piper  added  that  the  data  collected  by  the  Middle 
States  Faculty  Affairs  Committee  supports  this  belief:  over  52%  of  the  respondents 
to  their  questionnaire  felt  that  department  chairmen  do  not  support  their  in- 
stitutional charge. 

Dr.  Piper  then  presented  the  following  motion: 

I  move  that  the  Faculty  create  an  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Departmental 
Governance. 

The  Committee  will  be  charged 

(1)  to  review  departmental  procedures  with  special  attention  to 
the  role  of  chairpersons 

(2)  to  report  to  the  faculty  their  findings  and  specific 
recommendations . 

The  Committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  in  consultation  with  the 
Dean  and  the  Chairperson  of  the  General  Committee  on  Academic  Affairs. 

The  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  persons.   At  least  two  of  these  persons 
shall  be  current  chairpersons. 

The  Committee  shall  report  its  findings  to  the  Faculty  and  to  the  President 
and  Dean  by  February  1,  1981. 

President  Blumer  ruled  that  this  motion  would  come  before  the  faculty  for  discussion 
and  vote  at  the  next  faculty  meeting.

ADMINISTRATIVE  REPORTS 
Dean  Van  Marter 

The  Dean  reported  that  the  searches  for  two  faculty  positions,  the  Mass  Communications 
Coordinator  and  the  replacement  in  the  Psychology  department,  will  be  reopened  this 
fall.   The  Dean  also  announced  the  membership  of  the  Middle  States  Association 
Accreditation  team:  Allen  Splete,  Chairman,  Vincent  Dougherty,  Ruth  Ann  Edwards, 
Philip  Jensen,  E.  Susan  Kellog,  John  Keshishoglou,  Patricia  Sullivan.   Mark  Coleman 
will  be  the  evaluation  team  associate  and  a  representative  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Department  of  Higher  Education  will  be  appointed.   The  final  registration  in  the 
developmental  programs  is  as  follows:  9  sections  of  English  I,  2  sections  of  Math  5, 
and  4  sections  of  Developmental  Reading.   The  feedback  on  the  freshman  advising 
program  has  been  good,  and  the  Dean  thanked  the  advisors  for  their  efforts.   A 
discussion  of  the  advising  program  followed. 

President  Blumer 
The  President  reported  that  1135  students  (1089  FTE)  are  enrolled  for  the  fall 
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semester,  a  decrease  of  24  students  (18  FTE)  from  last  year's  enrollment.   Although 
an  audit  of  the  College  is  not  yet  completed,  President  Blumer  felt  certain  that 
the  College  ended  the  year  in  the  black.   He  also  announced  that  over  2.2  million 
of  3.1  million  dollars  necessary  to  finance  the  gym  has  been  raised.   A  Kresge 
Challenge  grant  of  $150,000  was  awarded  to  the  College  in  August.   The  remaining 
funds  will  be  raised  in  the  following  manner:  (1)  $160,000  from  bequests  and 
deferred  gifts  (2)  $150,000  from  other  foundations  (3)  $290,000  from  corporations 
(4)  $150,000  from  alumni  and  friends.   By  May  1981,  the  building  should  be  paid  for. 
The  amount  of  work-study  money  has  increased  this  year,  and  the  President  urged 
the  faculty  to  use  this  increasingly  important  form  of  federal  aid.   The  new  gym 
opened  on  September  8,  with  the  official  dedication  to  be  held  on  October  10. 
Bradley  Hall  was  demolished  over  the  summer.   As  the  result  of  the  Joseph  Williams 
bequest,  North  Hall  will  be  named  "Williams  Hall"  at  an  official  dedication  on 
October  24.   President  Blumer  also  announced  that  the  replacement  value  of  the 
College's  physical  plant  has  risen  from  4.5  million  dollars  in  1947  to  a  current 
42  million  dollars.   Finally,  the  President  outlined  the  following  goals  for  the 
institution  during  the  coming  year:  (1)  to  complete  the  Middle  States  review 
(2)  to  complete  the  challenge  campaign  for  the  Kresge  grant  (3)  to  work  on  the 
admissions  program,  utilizing  parents,  friends  and  alumni  to  promote  the  College 
to  potential  students. 


The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  6:00  p.m.

The  Dean  reported  that,  since  "admissions"  is  the  traditional  subject  matter  of  the 
October  faculty  meeting,  she  asked  Robert  Doyle  and  Charles  Getchell  to  profile  the 
class  of  1984.  She  also  requested  that  Robert  Maples  summarize  the  Admissions  Com- 
mittee report  that  was  prepared  for  the  forthcoming  Middle  States  Accreditation  re- 
view. 

Mr.  Doyle  analyzed  the  318  students  in  the  class  of  1984  using  the  following  criteria: 
(1)  class  rank  (2)  class  rank  by  status  (3)  class  rank  by  men  and  women  (4)  comparison 
by  class  rank  with  the  two  previous  freshmen  classes  (5)  comparison  by  mean  SAT  verbal 
and  math  scores  with  the  national  mean  of  entering  1980  freshman,  and  with  the  mean  of 
entering  freshman  attending  Middle  States  schools.  Mr.  Getchell  depicted  this  infor- 
mation visually  using  computer  graphics. 

Both  President  Blumer  and  Mr.  Getchell  remarked  on  the  importance  of  comparing  our- 
selves with  the  "competition"  and  with  Lycoming  a  few  years  ago.   We  should  concentrate 
on  realizing  a  "high  yield"  rate  (i.e.,  translating  those  who  apply  and  are  well 
qualified  into  "shows"  at  Lycoming)  Mr.  Doyle  outlined  the  percentage  of  students  from 
the  Middle  States  region  who  intended  to  major  in  the  arts  and  humanities,  biological 
sciences,  business  and  commerce,  physical  sciences  and  related  areas,  and  social 
sciences.   Mr.  Doyle  then  presented  a  ten-year  overview  (1970-80)  of  applications  from 
freshmen  and  transfer  students,  and  of  new  student  enrollments.   The  admissions  pro- 
gram for  1980/81  is  off  to  a  good  start,  with  the  number  of  interviews  for  July- 
September  1980  significantly  higher  than  last  year. 

Please  note:  An  expanded  version  of  this  report  is  on  file  in  the  Admissions  office. 

Mr.  Getchell  reported  on  the  summer  testing  program  administered  to  freshman  and 
transfer  students  during  their  orientation.   Tests  were  given  in  the  following  areas: 
math,  English  and  reading.   The  testing  program  in  elementary  algebra  revealed  that 
40%  of  the  freshman  class  is  eligible  for  Math  5.   Mr.  Getchell  compared  this  figure 
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with  similar  data  collected  nationally  from  students  who  had  taken  no  more  than  one 
year  of  high  school  algebra,  and  from  students  who  had  one  full  year  of  algebra  and 
another  full  year  of  math  other  than  algebra. 

Please  note:  An  expanded  version  of  this  report  can  be  obtained  from  Mr.  Getchell. 

Mr.  Maples  offered  a  brief  summary  of  the  report  that  the  Admissions  Committee 
presented  for  the  upcoming  Middle  States  Accreditation  Review.   Mr.  Maples  summarized 
the  data  collected  by  his  committee  by  emphasizing  that  our  major  problem  is  generatir 
applications  from  inquiries.   He  briefly  analyzed  our  student  quality  during  the  past 
ten  years  by  comparing  Lycoming's  mean  verbal  SAT  scores  for  1970  and  1979  with  the 
national  mean  for  those  same  years;  he  also  compared  class  rank  figures  for  the  years 
1969,  1973,  and  1979.   In  conclusion,  Mr.  Maples  stated  that  the  Admissions  Committee 
feels  that  the  College  has  the  internal  and  external  resources  to  concentrate  on  an 
enrollment  goal  of  400  freshman.   To  achieve  this  goal,  the  Committee  offered  specific 
suggestions  to  improve  the  analysis  and  planning  of  a  marketing  program  which  will  re- 
cruit new  students  to  Lycoming. 

Please  note:  A  copy  of  this  report  was  distributed  to  the  faculty  in  June  and  is  on 
file  in  the  library. 

President  Blumer 

President  Blumer  commented  that  the  approach  of  these  admissions  reports,  using 
empirical  data  to  plan  new  programs  and  objectives  for  the  College,  is  particularly 
important  to  the  Middle  States  effort.   He  also  noted  that  both  his  report  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  that  of  the  Dean's,  are  on  file  in  the  library. 


The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  5:45  p.m.

As  you  know,  we  are  doing  some  new  things  this  year  to  try  to  retain  more  of  our 
freshmen.   By  becoming  more  deliberate  in  our  approach  to  their  first  year  of  college, 
we  hope  to  improve  the  quality  of  their  academic  performance  and  to  establish  a  more 
serious  intellectual  atmosphere  in  the  dorms  and  on  campus.   Many  individuals 
throughout  this  college  are  working  especially  hard  this  year  to  help  our  freshmen 
have  a  good  experience  at  Lycoming.   I  have  some  special  requests  on  behalf  of  our 
freshmen  that  I  wish  to  ask  of  each  of  you.   Before  I  do,  however,  I  want  to  review 
briefly  for  your  information  some  of  the  steps  that  we  are  taking  to  address  the 
particular  needs  of  freshmen. 

1)  We  initiated  a  developmental  semester  for  freshman  students  who  needed 
special  help  to  strengthen  their  basic  skills.   On  the  basis  of  SAT  scores,  high 
school  record,  and  our  own  college  placement  tests,  37  students  were  placed  in  a 
unified  core  curriculum  for  their  first  semester.   Their  program  consists  of  English  1 
(developmental — 1/2  credit),  Mathematics  5  (developmental — 1/2  credit),  American 
History  (1  credit),  Logic  (1  credit),  and  a  non-credit  reading  course  which  meets  four 
days  a  week.   This  means  that  they  will  earn  3  course  credits  for  their  fall  semester. 
To  compensate  for  this,  we  are  giving  them  a  free   tuition  voucher  to  make  up  one 
course  in  any  subject  in  May  Term  so  that  they  will  not  be  short  credit  as  they  begin 
their  second  year.   They  will  get  this  voucher  only  if  they  successfully  complete  the 
non-credit  reading  course. 

Instructors  in  the  reading  course  are  working  closely  with  faculty  in  American 
History  and  Logic  (the  two  courses  where  high  risk  freshmen  are  mixed  with  other 
students)  to  identify  common  goals  and  problems.   Texts  from  History  and  Logic,  for 
example,  are  being  studied  in  the  reading  course.   Some  lectures  from  History  and 
Logic  are  taped  and  replayed  in  the  reading  class  to  see  whether  students  took  notes 
properly — i.e.:  Did  they  find  the  main  idea?   Did  they  subordinate  ideas?   Could  they 
see  a  logical  order  in  the  material?   Students  who  volunteered  for  this  special 
semester  will  be  compared  later  with  the  achievement  of  a  control  group  that  did  not 
enter  the  program. 

2)  We  developed  a  freshman  advising  program  with  a  select  group  of  faculty  that 
received  some  special  training  about  problems  unique  to  freshmen.   Students  will 
remain  with  one  advisor  for  the  freshman  year,  strengthening  relationships  established 
at  summer  orientation.   Advisors  experimented  this  summer  with  some  group  sessions  of 
students  as  a  device  to  foster  early  contact  between  new  students.   Some  advisors  are 
continuing  group  contacts  this  fall  to  reinforce  these  early  friendships. 

More  systematic  effort  was  made  to  train  advisors  in  scheduling.   Departments 
equipped  advisors  with  written  instructions,  pointing  out  special  demands  of  specific 
courses  or  programs.   A  complete  file  was  prepared  for  each  advisor  giving  them  all 
the  information  we  have  relevant  to  an  individual  student.   The  file  will  now  stay 
with  the  advisor  until  it  is  passed  on  to  the  major  departmental  advisor.   Freshman 
advisors  have  been  extremely  generous  with  their  time,  developing  a  variety  of  informal 
contacts  (dining  with  students  in  the  cafeteria,  entertaining  them  in  their  homes) 
that  are  designed  to  foster  healthy  adult  interaction  with  our  beginning  students. 

3)  The  Student  Services  staff  refined  the  Faculty  Associates  Program.   Building 
upon  one  year's  experience  of  getting  faculty  into  the  dormitories  on  a  weekly  basis, 
more  structure  was  added  to  the  program  this  year.   Faculty  Associates  are  again 
providing  refreshments  for  their  floor  residents,  tutoring  them  in  their  subject  areas,

talking  with  them  informally,  making  referrals  to  others  when  needed,  inviting  them  t( 
their  homes,  and,  in  general,  providing  the  type  of  personal  concern  for  our  students 
that  has  been  the  hallmark  of  the  best  small,  private  institutions. 

4)   The  Faculty  passed  a  resolution  last  year  that  was  designed  to  address  the 
problem  of  excessive  absences  among  our  freshmen.   The  resolution  urged  "all  faculty 
members  to  require  attendance  of  all  freshmen  and  students  on  probation."   To  imple- 
ment this  policy,  the  Registrar  identified  freshman  students  this  year  on  the  final 
course  rosters.   By  insisting  upon  regular  class  attendance,  we  hope  to  have  fewer 
freshmen  on  probation  at  the  end  of  this  semester  and  fewer  suspended  from  the  college 


Because  each  of  you  is  involved  with  activities  that  may  take  students  out  of 
class  at  some  time  during  the  year  (or  may  place  special  constraints  on  schedules) ,  I 
am  asking  each  of  you  to  give  some  thought  to  ways  in  which  you  can  help  our  freshman 
program.   One  of  the  strongest  attachments  many  individuals  have  to  an  institution  is 
through  extra-curricular  activities.   We  need  to  keep  our  student  activities  strong. 
At  the  same  time,  we  need  to  keep  our  priorities  clear  about  a  student's  first  obliga- 
tion.  The  discipline  learned  while  competing  in  an  athletic  event,  playing  an  instru-1 
ment ,  appearing  on  stage,  or  engaging  in  a  debate,  etc.,  can  complement  one's 
intellectual  development  very  well.  Students  frequently  form  their  closest  friendships 
in  activitity  groups;  they  develop  life-long  skills  that  enrich  the  quality  of  their 
life. 

From  time  to  time,  however,  conflicts  arise  between  the  academic  program  and  the 
demands  of  special  groups.   For  the  most  part  these  tensions  are  held  in  balance  on 
this  campus.   But  we  can  do  even  better.   Some  of  the  difficulties  that  inevitably 
arise  over  competition  for  a  student's  time  could  be  avoided  if  more  thoughtful 
scheduling  of  outside  events  occurred — especially  where  large  numbers  of  freshmen  are 
involved.   On  other  occasions,  tension  between  participants  in  activities  and  faculty 
instructors  could  be  avoided,  if  faculty  knew  in  advance  which  students  would  be  away 
on  a  particular  day.   Most  of  the  calls  I  get  from  faculty  about  these  problems  stem 
from  the  fact  that  the  instructor  learned  at  the  last  minute  that  a  student  would  be 
away  on  the  day  of  an  exam.   For  a  conscientious  instructor  this  probably  means  making 
up  a  new  examination  and  monitoring  the  makeup. 

In  light  of  this  discussion,  will  each  of  you  take  the  following  steps  as  soon  as 
possible : 

1)  Work  out  a  schedule  of  events  that  your  group  has  planned  for  the  rest  of 
the  year.  Are  there  some  special  problems  that  all  advisors  need  to  know 
as  we  schedule  for  second  semester? 

2)  Share  that  schedule  with  each  of  the  students  in  your  group,  and  ask  them 
to  discuss  it  with  each  of  their  instructors.   Ideally,  these  discussions 
should  be  taking  place  before  a  term  begins  or  during  the  drop/add  period. 
It  may  be  that  some  particular  students  will  have  to  make  a  choice  between 
registering  for  a  certain  class  or  participating  in  an  activity  that  term. 

3)  Instruct  freshmen  in  your  activities  to  alert  their  advisors  to  any  special 
needs  that  they  have  as  they  register  for  second  semester.   The  advisors 
are  excellent  resource  individuals  and  should  be  used.   They  may  be  able 

to  resolve  particular  conflicts. 

All  of  the  issues  I  have  been  addressing  affect  our  upperclassmen  as  well.   I 

have  limited  my  discussion  to  our  freshmen,  because  the  other  students  know  their  way 

around  and  have  usually  discovered  ways  to  accommodate  more  than  one  interest. 

Freshmen,  on  the  other  hand,  are  more  vulnerable.   They  have  not  been  through  these 

experiences  and  they  need  our  best  help.   They  should  not  be  caught  in  the  middle  of 

confrontations  between  directors  of  activities  and  faculty  instructors.   Their  first 

obligation  is  clearly  to  their  studies.   They  must  understand  that  priority.   The 

rest  of  us  need  to  assist  them  in  making  intelligent  choices  about  how  to  use  their 

other  free  time.  ,„,-,/„„

GUIDELINES  FOR  PROPOSING  CURRICULAR  CHANGE 

The  Bylaws  of  the  Faculty  (Article  VI,  2,2)  charge  the  Committee  on  Curriculum 
Development  with  responsibility  for  dealing  with  curricular  changes.   All  changes 
In  the  curriculum  as  listed  in  the  Lycoming  College  Catalog  (including  those  thought 
to  be  minor)  are  to  be  considered  by  this  committee  and,  where  appropriate,  recom- 
mended for  further  action  by  the  General  Committee  on  Academic  Affairs  and  the 
Faculty,  which  has  authority  to  effect  changes  in  the  curriculum  of  the  College. 

Curriculum  changes  may  be  submitted  by  anyone,  but  it  is  recommended  that  they  first 

be  discussed  with  the  relevant  departments  and  student  advisory  groups.   Proposers 

of  change  are  referred  to  the  Faculty  Handbook's  section  5.14  on  "Curricular  Changes." 

Changes  to  be  incorporated  in  the  next  catalog  should  be  in  Committee  hands  no  later 
than  the  first  week  of  the  spring  semester.   Any  proposal  submitted  after  then  may 
not  reach  the  Faculty  for  action  during  this  school  year.   Please  submit  proposals 
on  ditto  mats,  together  with  fifteen  copies,  to  Owen  Herring,  C.D.C.  Chair, 
Faculty  Box  46.   All  communications  will  receive  prompt  attention. 

I.   THE  ADDITION,  CHANGE,  OR  DELETION  OF  COURSES  --  Such  proposals  should  include 

(1)  Catalog  entry.   Number,  title,  and  exact  catalog  description  of  each 
course  to  be  added,  changed,  or  deleted,  including  indication  of 
prerequisites,  alternate  year  scheduling,  possibility  of  repetition 
for  credit,  etc.   This  description  should  be  full  enough  to  afford  a 
prospective  enrollee  a  fair  impression  of  course  content. 

(2)  Justification.   This  should  include,  but  is  not  limited  to,  response  to 
these  questions:   Which  students  will  benefit  from  this  change?   How 
will  they  benefit?  How  is  the  content  of  the  course  related  to  other 
courses,  both  in  the  same  department  and  in  others?   How  will  this 
change  affect  the  scheduling  of  other  courses?   What  size  enrollment 

is  anticipated? 

II.   CHANGES  IN  THE  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  MAJORS  —  Such  changes  ordinarily  involve 
change  in  the  number  of  courses  required,  or  in  the  list  of  courses  from 
which  the  required  number  may  be  selected,  or  in  the  designation  of 
particular  courses  which  must  be  included.   Proposals  for  changes  in  re- 
quirements for  majors  should  include 

(1)  Catalog  statement.   The  exact  catalog  entry  incorporating  the  proposed 
change,  together  with  clear  indication  of  just  what  the  change  is. 

(2)  Justification.   This  should  include,  but  is  not  limited  to,  response 
to  these  questions:   How  will  current  major  students  be  benefited? 
How  will  the  attractiveness  of  the  major  be  affected?   How  is  this 
change  in  major  related  to  the  program  of  the  department  for  non-majors? 

III.   OTHER  CURRICULAR  CHANGES  —  Suggestions  and  proposals  for  other  sorts  of 
curricular  change  are  welcomed.   These  should  include  appropriate  ex- 
planation and  justification.

ADMINISTRATIVE  REPORTS 


President  Blumer  presented  his  annual  review?  of  the  College  bssdget 
and  stated  that  his  presentation  had  two  objectives: (I)    to  share 
information  regarding  the  College's  operating  costs abased  on  a 
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comparison  of  actual  educational  and  general  expenditures  and (2) 
to  share  his  perceptions  about  the  financial  future  of  the  College. 

The  President  divided  his  analysis  of  the  1980/81  budget  into  three 
parts;  a)  a  comparison  of  the  income  gathered  in  1976/77  with  that  of 
1979/80  {2}    a  comparison  of  expenditures  for  1976/77  with  that  of 
1979/80  and   (3)  a  comparison  of  recruitment  costs  per  student  in 
1976/77  with  that  of  1979/80.  Dr.  Blumer  stated  that  FTE  enrollment 
during  the  period  1976-80  had  decreased  from  1339  to  .1083,  a  19% 
decline?  during  this  same  period,  expenditures  increased  16%.  Since 
sauch  of  this  increase  is  the  result  of  rising  "fixed"  costs  over 
which,  th©  College  has  little  control,  a  decreased  enrollment  places 
enorsaous  pressure  on  the  resources  of  the  institution.  It  is  this 
situation  which  defines;  the  financial  constraints  under  which  the 


To  coagpensate  for  a  relatively  uachanging  tuition  income (4. 3% 
increase  during  1576-80)  the  College  is  increasingly  reliant  on  its 
investss®nt  and  endowment  income. 9. 7%  of  our  total  E&G  expenditures 
in  1979/80  were  covered  by  endowment  and  investment  income;  the 
average  figure  among  56  United  Methodist  colleges  nationwide  is 
7.6%,  Lycoming  has  been  able  to  endure  a  drop  in  its  enrollment  in 
large  part- because  of  its  investment/endowment  funds.   The  President 
expects  that  gift  income  will  continue  to  grow,  particularly  when  the 
Partners  in  Progress  campaign  is  completed *   Income  from  auxiliary 
enterprises  (cafeteria,  bookstore,  dormitories)  was  unstable  during 
1976-80, largely  because  of  a  decline  in  the  student  enrollment. 
The  rates  we  have  charged  for  these  services  have  not  increased  with 
the  rate  of  inflation  and  we  can  not  expect  this  income  to  stabilise 
nzstil  -enrollments  increase. 

The  President  then  analysed  the  percentage  of  the  income  that  was  spent 

©n  specific  functions  and  services.  The  expenditure  for  instruction 

is  projected  at  44.6%  for  1980/81?  this  is  an  increase  from  43.2% 

in  1976.  Dr.  81  rater  pointed  out  that  these  figures  represent  an 

increasing  eoaaaitment  fey  the  College  to  instruction,  and  stated 

that  the  average  expenditure  for  the  56  UMC  affiliated  colleges 

%?as  only  37.1%.  Within  the  instructional  budget,  the  salaries 

budget  is  up  9.5%,  and  departmental  and  educational  expenditures  account 

for  9.6%  of  the  total  educational  and  general  expenditures,  upfroro 

6.1%   in  1976.   The  library  continues  to  command  4.9%  of  the 

total  E   &  G  expenditure,  while  athletics  has  remained  stable  at 

3.4%,,   Plant  operation  has  increased  from  14.4%  in  1976  to  16.7% 

in  1579/80; however,  since  the  College's  boilers  have  been  converted 

t©  gas  heat  and  other  capital  improvements  have  been  accomplished, 

th®  rate  nf  this  increase  should  moderate  somewhat  in  the  next  few 

year®.   The  percentage  of  income  spent  on  institutional  support 

{th®   offices  in  Long  Hall,  insurance, legal  and  professional  services, 

institutional  memberships)  will   .foe      12.4%  in  1980/81, 

largely  as  a  result  of  an  increased  fee  for  legal  serivcies  and  an 

increased  publicity  effort.   Dr.  Sfiik  raised  a  question  about  the 
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reference  group  mentioned  by  the  President:  is  there  another  group 
besides  the  56  UMC  collegesto  which  we  could  compare  ourselves? 
Dr.  Bluraer  replied  that  the  data  which  we  analyze  is  not  available 
for  Pennsylvania  schools;  the  UMC  group  is  the  only  complete  reference 
group  available  to  the  College. 

Dr.  Blumer  then  called  attention  to  the  recruitment  costs  per  student, 
which  rose  from  $628  in  76/77  to  $893  in  80/81.  He  stated  that  this 
figure  illustrates  the  fact  that  Lycoming  is  an  "enrollment-driven'' 
institution. 

President  Blumer  prefaced  hi3  remarks  on  the  financial  health  of  the 
College  by  stating  that  the  best  comparison  for  these  purposes  is 
a  comparison  of  productivity.  This  analysis  involves  the  calculation 
of  two  ratios:  the  ratio  of  total  E&G  expenditures  per  FTE  student 
and  the  ratio  of  instructional  expenditures  per  FTE  student.   If 
these  figures  differ  greatly  from  year  to  year,  it  is  a  clear 
signal  that  financial  problems  exist. 

In  1976,  the  mean  instructional  expenditure  per  FTE  student  for  the 
56  UMC  colleges  was  $1360; the  Lycoming  expenditure  was  $1332.  In 
1977/78 ,  the  mean  expenditure  for  UMC  schools  was  $1439,  while  Lycoming 
instructional  expenditure  was  $1550.  Lycominges  instructional 
expenditure  per  FTE  student  in  19S0  will  be  $1680,  most  likely 
again  beyond  the  national  average.  It  is  this  decline,  in  productivity 
since  1976 ,  produced  largely  by  a  decline  in  enrollment,  that 
threatens  the  financial  health,  of  the  institution. 


ser  then  reported  that  a  new  definition  of  financial  exigency 
is  now  being  proposed  in  the  courts:   the  ratio  of  instructional  cost  pe: 
FTE  faculty;  the  level  at  which  exigency  will  be  declared  has  not  yet 
been  determined  by  the  courts.   In  1976  the  mean  instructional 
expenditure  per  FTE  faculty  among  the  56  UMC  colleges  was  $19, 839 j 
the  Lycoming  expenditure  was  $19,024.  The  projected  ihstracttonal 
expenditure  per  FTE  faculty  is.  expected  to  rise,  to  $24yQQ0~.in  1980/81, 
which,  could  put  us  over  the  national  average.  These  ratios  indicate 
that  Lycoming  does  operate  on  the  doorstep  of  financial  .stress. 
We  have  had  !5black  ink"1  (non-deficit)  budgets  since  1976,  but, 
viewed  in  a  larger  perspective,  what  we  have  done  is  merely  Kbuy  tiros." 
The  major  question  facing  the  College  is  *S§hat  to  do  with  the  time 
we've  bought?"  What  conditions  can  the  College  influence  to  m&ximXze 
our  income  and  increase  our  productivity? 

Dr.  Biureser  then  described  two  axioms  which,  guided  Ms  financial  planning 
(1)  our  diposabie  income  will  increase  only  if  our  productivity  ■ 
increases  a"nd'  (2)  our  oroductivitv  will  increase  onlv  'if  our  enrolls 
ment   increases  ©r  our  personnel  decreases..  The  Collecre  has  ©nlv  two  ■ 
©otionss  iX)    to  launch  a- retrenchment  orqeram  to  restore . student/ 
facultv  ratio  t©  the  level  ©f  a 'few  years  aero*   Dr.  Blumer 
that  this  ©ration  could  increase  attrition  and  ultimately  beet 
counterproductive ,  (2)  increase  enrollment  and  revenues  from  non-tuition 
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sources.  The  administration  is  committed  to  this  option,  but  Dr. 
Blumer  pointed  out  that  it  necessitates  maximizing  faculty  produc- 
tivity.  It  may  be  necessary  to  reassign  some  faculty  positions  to 
encourage  growth  wherever  growth  is  possible.   At  this  point, 
President  Blumer  moved  to  dispel  a  rumor  concerning  the  possible 
reassignment  of  a  faeulty  position.  While  the  President  stated  that 
it  was  true  that  the  College  is  considering  the  redistribution  of 
personnel  this  fall;  however "no  decision  has  been  made,  (and)  no 
letter  of  non^reappointment  has  been  delivered."  Dr,  Blumer  reiterated 
that  the  reallocation  of  personnel  and  resources  is  the  only  way  to 
maintain  growth  at  tuition  dependent  college  during  the  1980' s. 
The  administration  and  the  board  have  to  resolve  the  dilemma  of  how 
these  positions  are  to  be  reassigned,  but  the  consensus  of  the 
faculty  will  guide  them  in  their  deliberations. 

President  Blumer !s  presentation  elicted  several  questions  from  the 
faculty.   Dr.  Hancock  asked  if  the  President  planned  to  form 
committees  to  advise  the  President  and  the  Board  or*   these  decisions. 
The  President  replied  that  committees  are  a  primary  avenue  for 
consultation  with  the  faculty;   if  the  existing  structure  proves 
to  be  inadequate ,  then  perhaps  we  would  have  to  turn  elsewhere. 
The  approach  recommended  by  the  President  is  to  follow  the 
guidelines  of  the  Handbook  deliberately.  Mr.  Bogle  asked 
if  the  President  felt  that  the  College  was  hamstringing  itself  by 
not  dipping  into  the  red  to  fund  necessary  capital  improvement 
projects.   The  President  replied  that  while  he  agreed  that  this 
could  be  a  problem,  he  also  realised  that  in  today's  uncertain 
economy  there  had  to  be  limits  on  deficit  spending.  All  we  can 
do  is"  to  apply  the  best  business  knowledge  available  to  deal  with 
this  oi lemma.  Dr.  Habold  inquired  whether,  in  light  of  the  income 
statements  presented  today,  the  Board  has  beeen  too  modest  in  its 
tuition  increases.  Dr.  Blumer  replied  that  he  agreed  with  this 
observation  and  felt  that  the  Board  was  attempting  to  keep  us 
competitive  in  the  tuition  marketplace.,  Dr.  Berthold  asked  the  President 
t©  comment  on  the  decision  not  to  fill  a  full-time  position  in  the 
psychology  department  this  year?  (J  tven  the  President's  earlier  comment  or 
the  advisability  of  following  deliberate,  established  procedures  in 
reassigning  positions,  why  %*as  the  psychology  decision  made? 
Dr.  Blumer  replied  that  the  current  decision  vis  a  vis  the  psychology 
position  is  not  a  permanent  commitment  to  reduce  the  psychology 
department .   It  is  ,  however,  a  commitment  to  see  if  we  do  have  ■ 
full  enrollments  in  the  department.  Dr,  Berthold  then  presented  statis- 
tics *  which  demonstrated,  he  maintained,  the  continuing  need  for 
four  full  time  faculty  in  the  psychology  department.  Dr.  Blumer  replied 
that  a  strong  case  can  be  made  for  filling  the  Psychology  position, 
and  it  can  also  be  made  for  other  departments  as  well.  He  reiterated 
that  n©  final  decision  had  been  reached.  Dr?  Piper  noted  that  if  the 
faculty  is  'to  advise  students  ©n  curriculum  matters,  then  thev  must  -..■ 
have  input  into  decisions  which  affect  these,  matters.   The  Dean 
replied  that  the  Curriculum  Develooment  Committee  is  beainn^ncr 
t©  debate  its  role  in  the  crocess

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of  facultv  reallocation.   Dr.  *Pi?>er  then  asked  the  President  if  a 

soecial  cosgaittee  could  be  created  to  'work  with  the  Dean  on  this 

matter.  The  President  replied  that  the  faculty  should  work  within 

the  current  committee  structure  before  exploring  other  avenues  of 

input.   Be  also  cautioned  the  faculty  to  remember  the  distinction 

betweea  eliminating  a  position  and  the  abeyance  of  this  decision. 

Dr.  Grogan  commented  that  there  is  no  clearly  defined  procedure  for 

reallocating  faculty  positions.  President  Blumer  replied  that 

the  faculty  does  not  have  the  authority  to  decide  this  issue  unilaterally. 

The  Board  and  the  President  have  legslrespo&sibilities  that  must 

be  carried  out.  A  consensus  of  faculty  will  influence  the 

Board  and  the  President.  Dr.  Wilk  noted  to  the  President 

that  th©  faculty  has  the  fu/t&ancantal  responsibility  for  curriculum, 

and  is  the  most  directly  influenced  by  the  reassignment  issue. 

The  President  responded  that  the  issue  before  the  College  is  not  who 

has  the  prerogative  to  do  what.  '  We  should  direct  our  energies 

to  the  real  issues:  what  do  our  circumstances  allow,  how  can 

we  influence  our  enrollments,  what  are  our  options  as  an  institution? 

Dr.  Blumer  concluded  the  discussion  by  reminding  the  faculty  that 
the  College  has  "bought  time"  that  will  allow  us  to  grow, and 
collectively  we  will  decide  how  that  growth  will  be  achieved. 

Dean  Buckie's  presentation  was  postponed  until  the  December  2,1980 
Faculty  meeting. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  5:45  p.m.

CDC  recommends  the  approval  of  the  following  cooperative  program  in  optometry,  which 
was  proposed  by  the  Health  Professions  Advisory  Committee. 

CATALOG  STATEMENT: 


Through  the  Accelerated  Optometry  Education  Curriculum  Program,  students  interested 
in  a  career  in  Optometry  may  qualify  for  admission  to  the  Pennsylvania  College  of 
Optometry  (PCO)  after  only  three  years  at  Lycoming  College.   After  four  years  at  PCO  a 
student  will  earn  a  D.O.  degree.   Selection  of  candidates  for  the  professional  segment 
of  the  program  is  completed  by  the  admissions  committee  of  PCO  during  the  student's  third 
year  at  Lycoming.   (This  is  one  of  two  routes  that  students  may  choose.   Any  student,  of 
course,  may  follow  the  regular  application  procedures  for  admission  to  PCO  or  another 
College  of  Optometry  to  matriculate  following  completion  of  his  or  her  bacalaureate 
program.)   During  the  three  years  at  Lycoming  College,  the  student  will  complete  24  unit 
courses,  including  all  distribution  requirements,  and  will  prepare  for  his  or  her  pro- 
fessional training  by  obtaining  a  solid  foundation  in  biology,  chemistry,  physics,  and 
mathematics.   During  the  first  year  of  study  at  PCO,  the  student  will  take  39  semester 
hours  of  basic  science  courses  in  addition  to  introductions  to  Optometry  and  Health  Care. 
Successful  completion  of  the  first  year  of  professional  training  will  complete  the  course 
requirements  for  the  B.A.  degree  at  Lycoming  College.

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Catalog  Statement  (continued) 

Most  students  will  find  it  convenient  to  major  in  biology  in  order  to  satisfy  the 
requirements  of  Lycoming  College  and  the  Pennsylvania  College  of  Optometry.   Such 
students  are  allowed  to  complete  a  modified  biology  major  which  will  exempt  them  from 
two  biology  courses:  Ecology  (Bio  24)  and  Plant  Sciences  (Bio  25).   (This  modified 
major  requires  the  successful  completion  of  the  initial  year  at  PCO.).   Students 
desiring  other  majors  must  coordinate  their  plans  with  the  Health  Professions  Advisory 
Committee  in  order  to  ensure  that  they  have  satisfied  all  requirements. 


JUSTIFICATION: 

The  Health  Professions  Advisory  Committee  feels  that  we  are  fortunate  to  have  the 
opportunity  to  establish  this  cooperative  program  with  a  school  training  individuals 
for  practice  in  one  of  the  health  professions:   Optometry.   With  a  number  of  our 
students  interested  in  pursuing  post-baccalaureate  professional  training  in  the  health 
care  areas,  and  in  view  of  the  ever-tightening  admissions  policies  of  many  of  the 
health  professions  schools,  this  program  can  serve  as  a  significant  enhancement  of  the 
accessibility  of  admission  to  a  health-professional  training  program  for  our  students. 
It  should  also  prove  to  be  a  valuable  tool  for  our  own  Office  of  Admissions  in  recruiti 
high-ability  students.   It  might  also  be  pointed  out  that  the  very  comparable  accelerat 
program  in  Podiatric  Medicine  has  been  an  effective  recruiting  tool.   There  are  at 
least  two  members  of  the  current  freshman  class  who  have  indicated  that  they  came  to  th 
College  because  of  that  program.   Though  the  accelerated  program  is  attractive  to  many 
prospective  students,  quite  frequently  the  student  after  being  enrolled  at  Lycoming  wil 
decide  to  use  the  regular-admissions  route  to  the  professional  school  and  remain  at 
Lycoming  for  a  full  four-year  undergraduate  program. 

The  cooperative  nature  of  the  program  follows  the  precedent  set  by  the  existent 
Lycoming  Cooperative  Programs  in  Medical  Technology,  Forestry,  Engineering,  and  Podiatr 
Medicine.  One  should  note  that  all  Lycoming  College  distribution  requirements  are  to  b 
met  by  the  prospective  accelerated  Optometry  students  and  that  the  only  course  substitu 
tions  are  made  within  the  Bio-medical  science  courses.  The  first-year  courses  of  the 
program  at  PCO  will  be  very  satisfactory  alternatives  to  the  completion  of  eight  unit 
courses  on  the  Lycoming  College  campus.

On  campus  the  basic  indicators  continue  to  be  positive.   Compared  to 
this  same  time  last  year  all  categories  are  ahead  -  inquiries  +63%,  applica- 
tions +17%,  and  campus  visits  (interviews)  +19%. 

In  January  the  next  phase  of  activity  begins  -  review  of  applications, 
financial  aid  awards  to  prospective  students,  admissions  follow-up  programs 
(correspondence  and  telephone  calls) ,  off-campus  receptions  and  on-campus 
interviews.   In  regard  to  interviews,  the  data  indicates  that  approximately 
50%  of  the  students  who  visit  the  College  do  so  in  one  four-month  period, 
January  through  April. 

Everything  appears  positive  and  we  anticipate  an  active  and  successful 
spring  semester.

MEETING  OF  THE  FACULTY 
LYCOMING  COLLEGE 
December  2,  1980 

President  Blumer  opened  the  meeting  at  4:35  p.m.  and  led  the  faculty  in  prayer. 

The  minutes  of  the  November  4,  1980  meeting  were  approved  as  distributed. 

SECRETARY'S  REPORT 
The  secretary  had  nothing  to  report. 

UNFINISHED  BUSINESS 

Jack  Buckle,  Dean  of  Student  Services,  presented  a  report  on  current  dormitory 
conditions.   He  discussed  three  major  topics:  (1)  characteristics  of  residence  halls 
(2)  specific  dormitory  problems  (3)  methods  of  dealing  with  "problem  students." 

Dean  Buckle  initially  identified  several  general  characteristics  of  residence  halls. 
Most  dormitories  are  built  as  bedrooms,  not  study  areas,  with  little  thought  given 
to  sound  transmission.   There  is  no  adult  or  younger  group  present  to  mediate  the 
influence  of  a  peer  group,  and  a  wide  range  of  behaviors,  whose  only  link  is  a 
common  interest  in  alcohol  coupled  with  a  Mafia-like  "code  of  silence,"  is  possible 
within  a  small  area.   A  residence  hall  is  viewed  by  its  members  as  a  retreat  from 
academic  and  social  responsibility,  and  many  different  kinds  of  activity,  some  of 
it  destructive,  occur  at  all  hours. 

There  are  several  specific  dormitory  problems  on  the  Lycoming  campus.   Several 
students  evidence  little  concern  for  the  rights  of  others,  and  their  "victims"  are 
often  reluctant  to  complain  for  fear  of  reprisal.   Harassment,  and  physical  violence, 
rather  than  reasoned  discourse,  are  often  employed  to  resolve  differences.   It  is 
difficult  to  supervise  dormitory  behavior,  in  part  because  it  is  difficult  to  recruit 
enough  LGAS.   It  is  also  unreasonable  to  expect  that  full-time  administrative  personnel 
who  live  in  the  dormitories  will  be  available  to  monitor  student  behavior  until  the 
early  morning  hours.   Most  Lycoming  students  are  responsible  for  their  behavior,  but 
there  is  no  way  to  guarantee  their  safety  from  peer  persecution,  harassment  and  re- 
jection. 

Dean  Buckle  suggested  that  the  appropriate  way  for  the  faculty  to  deal  with  "problem 
students"  was  not  to  adopt  a  territorial  attitude.   Faculty  can  best  contribute  to  up- 
grading student  behavior  by  adopting  a  "united  attitude  of  high  expectation."   If  they 
indicate  to  students  that  they  expect  a  high  standard  of  conduct,  this  will  reinforce 
student  services'  effort  in  the  dorms.   Dean  Buckle  concluded  his  presentation  by 
offering  data  about  dormitory  incidents  during  the  past  several  years  and  demonstrating 
several  different  "weapons"  that  his  staff  has  confiscated  from  students. 

The  faculty  asked  the  Dean  several  questions.   Dr.  Weaver  wondered  what  proportion 
J  of  the  faculty  is  involved  with  the  students  and  what  risk  do  faculty  incur  if  they 
| report  an  incident.   Mr.  Buckle  replied  that  most  faculty-student  contact  occurred  in 
[faculty  offices;  if  faculty  wish  to  report  an  incident,  the  best  method  is  to  contact 
j the  LGA  involved  and  let  him  obtain  the  necessary  information.   However,  reprisal  is 
always  a  possibility  since  student  services  can't  guarantee  the  confidentiality  of  a 
source.   Dr.  MacKenzie  inquired  about  the  effectiveness  of  mixing  freshmen  with  upper- 
classmen  in  the  dorms.   Dean  Buckle  replied  that  the  upperclassmen  would  not  be  happy 
with  this  arrangement,  and  that  resources  could  be  better  allocated  if  freshmen  were 
concentrated  in  one  or  two  living  areas.   Mr.  Bogle  commented  that  there  was  no  natural 


place  for  faculty  and  students  to  congregate.   Mr.  Herring  agreed  with  this  point 
and  stated  that  the  faculty  would  go  to  the  dining  hall  as  a  place  to  talk,  as 
well  as  eat,  with  the  students.   He  inquired  if  Student  Services  would  be  willing 
to  issue  dining  room  tickets  at  1/2  price  to  the  faculty.   Dr.  Piper  then  asked 
the  Dean  what  percentage  of  those  freshman  advisors  who  were  issued  complimentary 
meal  tickets  returned  them.   The  Dean  replied  that  his  office  did  not  spend  as  much 
money  as  he  expected  on  this  item.   Dr.  Roskin  speculated  on  the  effectiveness  of 
campus-wide  quiet  hours.   Both  Mr.  Buckle  and  Mr.  Wozniak  answered  that  it  would 
be  impossible  to  enforce  campus-wide  quiet  hours,  particularly  in  the  upperclass 
dorms,  given  the  present  staff.   Dr.  Zaccaria  asked  if  the  presence  of  apartments 
in  the  dorms  has  a  civilizing  effect  on  the  students.   Dean  Buckle  reiterated  that 
it  is  unrealistic  to  expect  administrative  personnel  who  work  full-time  during  the 
day  to  monitor  behavior  from  6  p.m.  -  2  a.m.  every  night. 

President  Blumer  closed  the  discussion  by  remarking  that  he  was  interested  in  the 
faculty  directing  their  efforts  from  the  cafeteria  to  the  dormitory.   The  objective 
is  to  get  the  faculty  collectively  to  share  the  life  of  the  dorm.   There  are  enough 
faculty  members  to  supplement  normal  dormitory  life  with  occasional  participation. 
This  activity  might  possibly  become  an  alternative  to  an  adult  living  full-time  on 
campus . 

ADMINISTRATIVE  REPORTS 

Dean  Van  Marter  reported  that  a  consultant,  Dr.  Janet  Williamson,  was  appointed  to 
conduct  the  nursing  feasibility  study.   Dr.  Williamson  had  been  interviewed  by 
representatives  of  eight  departments — Biology,  Chemistry,  English,  History, 
Mathematical  Sciences,  Philosophy,  Psychology,  and  Sociology/Anthropology.   She 
will  be  located  first  in  Long  Hall,  then  the  Academic  Center.   She  will  soon  begin 
scheduling  appointments  with  people  involved  in  planning  the  nursing  curriculum. 


The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  5:50  p.m.

Policy  on  Refunds  to  Students  Who  Withdraw  To  Be  Effective  Fall  Semester  1981 

Refunds  of  tuition  and  board  are  made  to  students  who  voluntarily  and 
officially  withdraw  from  the  college  while  in  good  standing  according  to  the 
following  schedule  for  the  Fall  and  Spring  Semesters  and  the  comparable  period 
for  the  May  and  Summer  Terms: 

Period  of  Withdrawal  Refund  %      Charge  % 

During  the  first  week  of  the  semester 
During  second  and  third  week 
During  the  fourth  and  fifth  week 
During  the  sixth  and  seventh  week 
After  seven  weeks 

The  date  on  which  the  Dean  of  the  College  approves  the  student's  with- 
drawal form  is  considered  the  official  date  of  withdrawal.   Charges  are  levied 
for  services  provided  after  withdrawal. 

Lycoming  scholarships  and  grants  are  applied  during  the  Fall  and  Spring 
Semesters  on  the  same  basis  as  the  tuition  charges.   If  a  withdrawing  student 
is  charged  60%  tuition,  he/she  will  receive  60%  of  the  scholarship  or  grant. 
Government  financial  aid  is  adjusted  according  to  federal  and  state  guidelines. 

Room  charges,  which  are  established  on  a  semester  basis,  and  special 
charges,  such  as  laboratory  fees,  are  not  refundable  if  a  student  leaves  the 
college  prior  to  the  end  of  the  semester. 

Full-time  students  who  after  reducing  their  loads  continue  to  be  enrolled 
for  12  or  more  semester  hours  are  not  eligible  for  a  refund  of  tuition  for  an 
individual  course.   Similarly,  students  who  register  for  extra  hours  in  excess 
of  16  hours  per  semester  and  who  later  reduce  their  .loads  are  not  eligible 
after  the  tenth  day  of  the  semester  for  a  refund  of  the  fee  charged  for  over- 
loads.  Charges  will  be  recalculated  for  students  who  enroll  full-time  and 
subsequently  assume  part-time  status  by  reducing  their  loads  below  12  hours 
during  the  drop-add  period.   The  assumption  of  part-time  status  normally 
involves  a  substantial  reduction  of  financial  aid  since  most  financial  aid 
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programs  do  not  extend  eligibility  to  part-time  students.

LYCOMING  COLLEGE 
January  6,  1981 

President  Rlumer  opened  the  meeting  at  4:35  pro.  and  led  the  faculty  in  prayer 
The  minutes  of  the  December  2,  1980  meeting  vpre  approved  as  distrrbut-d. 

SECRETARY'S  REPORT 
The  secretary  had  nothing  to  report - 

PREVIOUSLY  DISTRIBUTED  REPORTS 

The  faculty  approved  the  cooperative  program  in  Optometry  a<  recommended  hy  the  GCAA. 
Note;  This  report  was  distributed  in  the  Academic  Bulletin,  November  21,  1980,  Vol. 
XI  No.  13) 

There  was  none. 


NEW  BUSINESS 


ADMINISTRATIVE  REPORTS 
Dean  Van  Marter:  The  Dean  reported  on  recent  actions  taken  by  the  Academic  Standing 


Committee.  AfteT  the  completion  of  Fall  semester  1930,  there  were  11  academic  suspen- 
sions, 1  academic  dismissal  and  1  disciplinary  suspension-  These  figures,  were  compared 
with  the  31  academic  suspensions  and  16  disciplinary  5<ispensions  issued  at  the  completion 
of  Fall  semester  1979.  The  Dean  added  that,  under  the  guidelines  adopted  this  year,  70 
students  were  placed  on  probationary  status  at  the  conclusion  of  Fall  semester  1980. 
An  additional  53  students  who  might  have  been  eligible  for  probation  under  previous 
guidelines-  received  "varniog  letters"  from  the  Dean's  office.  The  Dean  estimated  that, 
under  the  former  guidelines,  123  students  would  have  been  eligible  for  probation  in  Fall 
1980,  as  compared  with  150  students  placed  on  probation  at  the  close  of  Fall  1979.  The 
Dean  also  reported  that  of  the  22  students  suspended  at  the  close  of  Fall  1980,  10  were 
freshmen;  in  Fall  1979,  10  of  the  31  students  suspended  for  academic  reasons  were 
freshmen. 

Reporting  on  the  academic  progress  of  the  35  students  selected  for  the  Developmental 
Semester,  the  Dean  indicated  that  9  were  placed  on  probation  at  the  conclusion  of  the 
semester.  Of  these  9  students,  only  3  were  on  probation  because  of  low  averages.   The 
remainder  were  placed  on  probation  for  other  reasons,  such  as  an  insufficient  number  of 
credit  hours.   The  remainder  of  the  Developmental  students  hid  an  average  GPA  of  2.5. 

The  Dean  also  announced  that  173  students  qualified  for  the  Dean's  List;  of  these  173, 
36  had  one  semester  averages  of  4.0.   Departments  were  urged  to  recognize  these  students 
in  some  way. 

President  Blumer;  The  President  reported  on  the  progress;  of  the  Challenge  Campaign. 


The  Leadership  Gift  Group,  which  is  composed  of  those  donors  pledging  $10,000  or  more, 
vere  asked  to  extend   those  gifts  for  another  year;  the  response  to  this  request  was 
very  good.  The  President  also  corrected  a  figure  that  he  quoted  at  the  last  faculty 
meeting;  at  that  time  he  mentioned  that  it  would  be  necessary  for  the  College  to  borrow 
$700,000  at  prime  rate  to  "tide  us  over"  while  pledges  were  being  collected-   It  now 
appears  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  borrow  only  $600,000  which  will  be  loaned  at  1*3 
points  below  the  prime  interest  rate.   The  President  expressed  continued  confidence  in 
the  ultimate  success  of  the  Challenge  Campaign. 


The  President  opened  the  floor  for  questions.  Dr.  Piper  asked  if  there  was  a  change 
In  the  procedure  for  paying  semester  bills,  since  many  students  were  absent  from  the 
first  day  of  classes.  The  President  replied  that  there  was  no  change  in  the  procedure; 
many  students  elected  not  to  pay  their  bills  in  advance  of  the  semester.   As  a  result, 
the  Treasurer's  Office  processed  965  persons  during  the  firs>t  day  of  classes  and  this 
may  explain  vhy  some  students  weTe  not  meeting  their  classes.   When  asked  whether 
Sunday  could  be  set  aside  for  processing  th^se  students,  the  President  replied  that 
he  was  reluctant  to  ask  staff  to  work  on  Sunday  when  students  have  the  month  oi 
December  to  pay  their  bill9.   Dr.  King  asked  if  students  could  first  attend  class, 
then  complete  the  registration  process.   The  President  replied  that  this  was  not  a 
good  administrative  practice  and  might  lead  to  more  confusion  later  in  the  semester. 
Mr.  Herring  mentioned  that,  even  if  the  students  are  to  blame  for  this  problem,  it 
has  a  negative  effect  on  teaching,  since  the  first  day  of  classes  is  lost.   The 
President  agreed  with  this  observation  and  stated  that,  if  this  trend  continues,  it 
will  have  to  be  addressed. 


The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  5:10  p.m.

Change  in  Policy  for  Adding  and  Withdrawing  from  Courses 

Present  Policy 

Under  our  present  policy,  a  student  has  two  weeks  to  add  or  withdraw  from 
courses.   During  the  first  week  (5  class  days),  no  signatures  are  required 
for  adding  or  withdrawing  from  courses.   After  the  fifth  day,  the  signature  of 
the  instructor  is  required.   From  the  third  through  the  twelfth  week  of 
classes,  students  receive  a  grade  of  "W,"  "WP,"  or  "WF"  if  they  withdraw  from 
a  course. 


New  Policy 

Under  the  new  policy,  a  student  would  have  one  week  (5  class  days)  to  add 
or  withdraw  from  courses. 

1.  The  period  for  adding  and  withdrawing  from  courses  will  terminate  at 
4:30  p.m.  in  the  fifth  day  of  classes.   During  this  time,  no  signatures  are 
required  for  adding  or  withdrawing  from  courses. 

2.  Students  may  withdraw  from  courses  until  4:30  p.m.  Friday  of  the 
twelfth  week  of  classes.   Withdrawals  from  class  during  the  first  five  days  of 
class  will  not  be  recorded  on  the  student's  transcript.   Beginning  with  the 
sixth  day  of  classes,  withdrawals  will  be  recorded  and  a  "W,"  "WP,"  or  "WF" 
will  be  entered  on  the  transcript. 

3.  The  date  for  this  change  is  the  1981-82  academic  calendar. 

Faculty  will  receive  final  class  rosters  from  the  Registrar  on  the  seventh  day 
of  classes.   To  help  students  make  wise  choices,  all  instructors  should  distribute 
a  written  syllabus  at  the  first  class  meeting.   The  syllabus  should  provide 
information  about  course  requirements,  attendance  policies,  and  grading  practices. 


Justification 

The  Academic  Standing  Committee  believes  that  students  should  settle  their 
academic  programs  earlier  in  the  term.   By  limiting  disruptions  to  one  week, 
students  will  not  jeopardize  their  academic  progress  as  they  do  when  they  postpone 
entrance  into  a  course  by  as  much  as  two  weeks.

Catalog  Correction.  While  this  item  does  not  need  passage  by  CDC,  it  ia  noted  here  so 
that  it  will  not  be  overlooked  in  the  preparation  of  the  nest  catalog. 

Line  **■  of  Department  Introduction  states:  "...chemistry  chosen  from  Chemistry  59  20  or 

It  should  read:  "...from  Chemistry  15,  20  or  2ic" 

Departmental  Requirement  Change.  After  the  first  sentence  on  departmental  requirements , 
a  new  sentence  should  be  inserted,  as  follows: 

"Departmental  Internships  cannot  be  used  to  fulfill  the  eighth  required  course." 

Justification  -  The  department  fully  supports  the  Internship  program  and  it  feels  that 
Internships  provide  valuable  experiences  to.  a  major.  However,  as  applied  experiences, 
they  should  only  be  undertaken  to  supplement  a  major  after  it  is  completed,  Major 
students  will  benefit  by  having  a  more  complete  biological  background  before  entering  an 
Internship  and  thus  will  profit  more  from  the  experience.  Attractiveness  of  the  major 
should  not  be  affected,  and  there  is  no  influence  to  non-majors. 

Catalog  Course  Additions.  We  would  like  to  add  the  following  courses  to  our  catalog 
offerings : 

Biology  40  Parasitology  and  Medical  Entomology. 

The  biology  of  parasites  and  parasitism.  Studies  on  the  major  groups  of 
animal  parasites  and  arthropod  vectors  of  disease  will  involve  taxonomy  and 
life  cycles.  Emphasis  will  be  made  on  parasites  of  medical  and  veterinary 
importance.  Three  hour's  of  lecture  and  one  three-hour  laboratory  per  week. 
Prerequisite:  Biology  10-11.  Alternate  years. 

Justification  -  This  course  was  previously  listed  in  the  catalog  and  was  dropped  about 
three  years  ago  with  no  other  additions  at  that  time.  It  was  dropped  at  that  time 
because  we  had  no  staff  member  qualified  t©  teach  the  course  and  it  had  not  been  taught 
for  several  years  prior  to  that.  Dr.  Mayers  who  has  left  the  College  had  taught  the 
course  last  about  six  years  ago.  With  Dr.  Zimmerman  joining  our  staff  two  years  ago, 
we  once  more  have  a  staff  member  qualified  t©  teach  the  course  and,  in  fact,  it  was 
offered  last  fall  at  the  50' s  level.  The  course  syllabus  is  enclosed  and  the  enrollment 
last  fall  was  11  students.  All  medically-oriented  students,  as  well  as  students  intere- 
in  wildlife  biology,  will  benefit  from  this  course.  The  benefits  lie  in  their  better 
understanding  of  parasitic  diseases  in  both  man  and  animals,  as  well  as  how  they  are 
teansmitted .  The  course  is  unique  within  the  department  and  has  no  relationship  to  ecu. 
in  any  other  department,  but  it  is  an  extension  of  some  basic  principles  covered  in 
couple  of  our  core  courses,  namely  Intro  and  Microbiology.  The  course  will  have  no  effect 
on  the  scheduling  of  other  courses  or  ©n  the  staffing  requirements  of  the  Biology 
department . 

Biology  32  Plant  and  Greenhouse  Management. 

A  course  concerned  with  the  care  of  houseplants  and  the  management  of  small 
greenhouses.  Class  time  will  include  lectures,  discussions,  demonstrations , 
greenhouse  exercises ,  and  field  trips  to  local  greenhouses .  Topics  will 
include  the  theoretical  and  practical  aspects  of  the  care  and  feeding, 
propagation,  light  and  water  requirements,  and  disease  control  fox5  many  of 
the  common  house  and  greenhouse  plants.  Prerequisite:  Biology  1-2  or  10-11. 
May  term  only. 
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Curriculum  Development  Committee 
Biology  Department  Proposals 

Justification  -  The  course  has  been  offered  twice  with  May  term  enrollments  of  eight  ma 
twelve.  Enrolments  have  been  about  equally  represented  by  majors  and  a©a=majors.  The 
course  is  intended  to  improve  the  student's  practical  knowledge  of  horticultural  pro 
pies  and  greenhouse  design.  The  course  significantly  expands  the  corilptual  knowledge 
gained  in  either  Bio  1-2  or  Bio  10-11  and  offers  practical  experience  related  to  more 
advance  concepts  mastered  by  students  who  have  completed  Bio  25  (Plant  Science).  It  is 
not  related  in  any  known  way  to  courses  offered  outside  the  Biology  Department.  This 
course  should  have  n©  effect  ©n  scheduling  of  other  courses  and  n©  effect  ©a  Biology 
Department  staffing.  The  course  has  the  potential  of  attracting  8-12  enroilees  yearly 
(May  term),  drawn  from  both  biology  majors  and  non-majors. 

Biology  39  Medical  Genetics. 

This  course  is  concerned  with  the  relationships  ©f  heredity  t©  disease. 
Discussions  will  focus  on  topics  such  as  chromosomal  abnormalities, 
metabolic  variation  and  disease,  somatic  cell  genetics,  genetic 
screening,  and  immunogenetics .  Laboratory  exercises  will  ©ffer  practical 
experiences  in  genetic  diagnostic  techniques.  Prerequisite:  Biology  1-2  or 
10-11.  May  term  only. 

Jus tif i cation  -  This  course  has  been  designed  to  provide  the  interested  student  with 
both  the  theoretical  and  practical  aspects  of  genetics  as  it  relates  to  humankind.  The 
May  term  provides  an  excellent  opportunity  t©  explore  this  specialised  topic.  From 
past  experience,  it  seems  that  three  types  of  students  have  taken  this  course: 

(1)  medical  school  candidates 

(2)  students  interested  in  becoming  cytogenetic  technicians 

(3)  students  interested  in  expanding  their  knowledge  about  themselves  and  their 
GENES 

Medical  Genetics  has  been  offered  for  the  past  three  years  with  enrollments  of  12,  8 
and  5.  Sufficient  interest  appears  to  be  available  to  consider  adding  this  course  to 
our  catalog  listings. 

Medical  Genetics  is  an  asset  to  the  biology  offerings  since  it.  does  provide  students 
interested  in  health  professions  an  opportunity  to  explore  a  relevant  topic  in  biology. 
In  addition,  it  might  be  mentioned  that  the  health  paradigm  of  the  year  2000  will  be 
focused  more  on  genetics  and  less  on  infectious  disease;  Medical  Genetics  at  Lycoming 
is  an  attempt  to  put  our  students  at  the  forefront  of  this  change!

This  track  is  designed  to  train  students  in  the  functions  of  today's  profit  t 
nonprofit  organizations.   The  program  provides  a  well  balanced  preparation  for  a 
wide  variety  of  careers  including  general  administration,  personnel  administration, 
commercial  banking,  investments  and  portfolio  management,  security  analysist  corporate 
financial  managements,  general  marketing,  sales,  product  managements  advertisings 
retail  merchandising,  and  production  and  manufacturing  management. 

Required  courses  are  Business  10-11,  23t  23-29,  38-39,,  40  and  41,  and  Mathematics 
13.   Business  32,  43  or  44  may  be  substituted  for  Business  29,  and  Business  33  may 
be  substituted  for  Business  39.  Accounting  10  may  be  substituted  for  Business  10 
if  the  student  is  transferring  into  the  Business  Administration  major.

The  following  is  proposed: 

1.  that  the  faculty  approve  the  continuation  of  the  Developmental  Semester 
for  the  fall  semester  1981. 

2.  that  the  program  be  expanded  to  include  eligible  students  up  to  a  maximum 
of  96.  Information  provided  at  the  time  of  admission  vill  be  the  basis 
for  selecting  those  eligible  for  the  developmental  Semester.  The  Dean  of 
the  College  will  determine  eligibility  and  specify  those  students  for  whom 
the  program  will  be  mandatory.  Final  selection  will  be  made  during  Summer 
Orientation.

5.  that  a  Developmental  Council  be  formed  and  consist  of  the  following: 

the  Instructors  of  Education  54,  English  1,  Philosophy  5,  and  the 
representative  social  science  courses,  the  Registrar  of  the  Collage, 
and  the  Dean  of  the  College. 

JUSTIFICATION: 

The  assumption,  based  on  test  scores,  instructors'  observations,  and  the 
national  decline  In  reading,  writing,  and  sttady  skills,  is  shat  certain 
students  entering  Lycoming  College  can  benefit  from  a  coordinated  Develop- 
mental Semester.  The  1980  Developmental  Semester  had  an  immediate  impact 
upon  the  thirty-five  students  enrolled,  (see  attached  fact  sheet)  Therefore, 
it  is  proposed  that  the  Developmental  Semester  concept  be  tried  again  for  Fall 
Semester  1981. 

The  incoming  Freshman  class  can  be  divided  into  three  groups: 

1)  those  with  verbal  scores  (¥SAX)  at  approximately  420  or  above 
(and  comparable  TSWE  &  vocabulary  scores).  Statistics  from  last 
year  indicate  that  these  students  tested  out  of  English  1  and 
were  generally  successful  students.  These  students  will  not  be 
invited  to  participate  in  the  developmental  program; 
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2)  those  with  verbal  scores  (VSAT)  from  approximately  370-420  (and 
comparable  TSWE  &  vocabulary  scores).  These  students  will  be 
invited  to  participate  in  the  Developmental  Program.  Statistics 
from  last  year  indicate  that  many  such  students  must  take  English  1 
and  have  reading,  writing,  and  study  skill  problems; 

3)  those  students  with  verbal  scores  of  less  than  370  (and  comparable 
test  scores).  These  students  will  be  required  to  enroll  in  the 
Developmental  Semester.  Students  with  the  above  set  of  characteristics 
very  often  have  reading,  writing,  and  study  skill  problems. 

Thus,  group  1  will  neither  be  invited  nor  required  to  participate,  group  2  will 
be  invited,  and  group  3  will  be  required. 

The  Dean,  in  consultation  with  the  Admissions  Committee  and  the  Developmental 
Ccuncil  will  be  responsible  for  determining  the  specific  eligibility  require- 
ments for  the  Developmental  Semester  and  enrolling  those  students  in  the 
appropriate  courses.  Although  initial  eligibility  will  be  based  upon  admission 
data,  individual  students  can,  during  summer  orientation,  test  out  of  the  pro- 
gram. The  Dean  will  review  the .selection  process  and  its  progress  at  the  April 
faculty  meeting. 

The  principal  reason  for  the  coordinated  Developmental  Semester  is  to  help 
students  develop  their  basic  skills  in  the  context  of  the  regular  academic 
curriculum.  Reading,  writing  and  reasoning,  therefore,  are  not  taught  in 
isolation,  but  as  part  of  an  integrated  curriculum.  Students  enrolled  in  the 
"A"  section  of  Education  54,  for  example,  will  be  enrolled  in  the  "A"  section 
of  English  1  and  in  the  same  section  of  a  social  science  course.  The  emphasis 
in  Education  54  will  be  on  the  development  of  the  skills  applicable  to  that 
social  science,  to  English  1,  and  to  Philosophy  5.  The  reasoning  and  writing 
skills  taught  in  Philosophy  5  support  and  complement  those  taught  in  Education 
54  and  English  1. 

The  elective  I)  allows  the  student  to  pursue  a  special  interest,  2)  provides 
the  student  with  additional  practical  application  of  basic  skills,  and  3) 
allows  the  student  to  carry  a  full  course  load. 

The  Developmental  Council  will  meet  to  oversee  and  coordinate  the  semester.

SUBJECT:  Proposals  for  Curricular  Change 

DATE:  November  26,  1930 

1.  Deletion  of  Courses 

A.  Courses «,  We  recommend  that  Religion  and  the  Spirit  of  Science  (Rel.  12) 
and  African  Religions  (Rel.  23)  be  dropped  from  the  curriculum. 

B.  Justification.  With  recent  personnel  ehanges  no  one  in  the  department 
is  trained  to  teach  in  these  areas.  We  believe  that  the  examination  of 
religion-science  methodologies!  questions  be  conducted  by  the  Philosophy 
Department.  Similarly,  we  prefer  that  African  studies  be  referred  to 
the  Sociology /Anthropology  Department. 

r.l.  Addition  of  Courses 

A.  Course  Descriptions.  We  recoaanend  the  following  two  courses  be  added  as 
replacements  for  the  above  t^©  deletions. 

1.  Rel.  21:  .After  Death  and  Dying.  An  examination  of  the  question  of 
life  after  death  in  terms  of  contemporary  clinical  studies,  the  New 
Testament  resurrection  narratives,  the  Asian  doctrine  of  reincarna- 
tion, and  the  classical  theological  beliefs  of  providence  and 
predestination.  Religion  2U  is  recommended  as  a  prerequisite  but  not 
required. 

2°     ^3-°  23:  Christian  Origins.  A  study  of  the  historical,  cultural, 
and  religious  background  of  the  formation  of  Christianity  and  the 
antecedents  of  Christian  belief  and  practice  in  post-exilic  Judaism 
and  in  Hellenism. 

B.  Justifications - 

1.  After  Death  and  Dying.  This  proposal  is  not  so  much  a  new  course  as 
a  practical  extension  of  Death  and  Dying.  In  light  of  the  rapid 
growth  of  medical  and  religious  materials  in  recent  years,  it  is 
necessary  in  Death  and  Dying  to  concentrate  on  the  processes  of  dying 
and  the  meaning  of  terms.  There  is  not  enough  time  to  carry  out  a 
study  of  the  life  after  death  issues.  The  new  course  would  allow 
students  to  satisfy  their  interests  in  that  area. 

This  course  would  be  for  the  general  student  body.  It  could  be 
used  for  the  distribution  requirement  and  for  the  Religion  ma.j<* 
The  enrollment  would  be  approximately  35-40.  It  would  be  fcau? 
annually  in  the  spring  semester. 


2  •  Christian  Origins.  This  proposal  fills  aa  old  departmental  need  to 
examine  the  first-century  biblical  texts  in  relation  to  the  non- 
canonical  materials,  such  as  the  apocrypha,  and  to  link  this  period 
with  the  post-biblical  era.  This  course  would  be  taught  in  alternate 
years  for  the  general  student  body.  It  would  be  useful  for  the 
distribution  requirement  and  Religion  and  Near  Eastern  Studies  majors. 
Enrollment  would  be  limited  to  about  20-25. 

111.  Change  in  Religion  Major 

A.  Change.  Religion  and  the  Spirit  of  Science  (Rel.  12)  is  no  longer  re- 
quired for  the  major. 

B*  Catalogue  Change.  The  number  "12"  should  be  dropped  from  the  first 

sentence  in  the  departmental  paragraph.  The  first  sentence  should  read 
as  follows:  "A  major  consists  of  10  courses  including  11,  13,  14." 

C.  Justification.  This  conforms  to  the  aforementioned  personnel  changes. 
It  represents  no  significant  shift  in  the  requirements  for  the  major. 

IV,  Change  the  number  for  Religion  11  to  Religion  20.

Introduction;  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Spanish  staff  that  a  basic  restructuring 

of  the  Spanish  offerings  is  due.  In  view  of  the  decline  of  the  Section' 3  size, 

both  of  staff  and  the  number  of  advanced  students,  In  view  of  the  need  to  make  a 

credible  listing  of  what  can  reasonably  be  offered  during  a  student's  tenure  here, 

and  in  view  of  the  desire  to  add  courses  In  demand  and  which  are  viable  £ot  these 

days,  we  urge  the  following  changes: 

SPANISH 
I)       A  major  consist  of  eight  courses  numbered  10  or  above,  including  at  lease  two 
numbered  33  or  above.  Foreign  Languages  and  Literatures  38  may  be  included. 
jliiii'wiljt,  Foreign  Languages  and  Literatures  25  does  not  count  toward  the  major. 

All  majors  who  wish  to  be  certified  for  teaching  in  secondary  school  must 
pass  Foreign  Languages  and  Literatures  38,  Spanish  31  and  one  from  33,  34,  or  35. 
A  language  proficiency  test  is  required  of  these  students  during  their  senior 
year. 

The  specific  courses  from  those  numbered  31  or  above  which  are  offered  in  a 
given  year  are  selected  in  consideration  of  the  curriculum  requirements  and 
career  needs  of  the  advanced  students. 

Rationale;  We  now  prefer  breadth  and  exposure.  The  difference  between 

the  academic  level  of  30* s  and  40* s  courses  is  not.  great.  Scheduling 

difficulties  will  be  les3  frequent. 
l)  20  CONVERSATION 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  improve  the  student's  ability  in  spontaneous 
conversations,  focusing  on  everyday  activities  and  matters  of  current  concern  as 
suggested  in  readings  from  Latin  American  and  peninsular  sources.   Vocabulary 
building  is  stressed.   Prerequisite:   Spanish  11  or  equivalent. 

Change  of  title. 


Rationale:  This  is  a  cosmetic  change,  aligning  the  course 
obviously  with  French  and  German  L*0.   The  course  is  not  chat 
"advanced." 

28  SPAIN 

To  introduce  students  to  the  Spanish  people— their  values,  customs,  and 
institutions,  with  reference  to  the  major  socio-economic ,  political  and  artistic 
forces  governing  present-day  Spain.  Prerequisite:  Spanish  20  or  consent  of  the 
instructor.   Alternates  with  Spanish  29. 

Change  of  title  and  description. 

Rationale:  There  are  good  texts  for  this  subject  area,  and  the  present 

detail  is  not  necessary,  though  likely  to  be  accurate. 

This  course  is  slotted  to  follow  Spanish  20  in  alternate  years 

(alternating  with  Mexico).  Students  need  the  language  practice,  and 

the  Department's  culture  courses  rarely  if  ever  draw  from  outside. 

The  readings  will  be  entirely  in  Spanish. 

29  MEXICO 

To  introduce  students  to  our  most  important  Latin-Amerlcaa  neighbor.  History, 
literature,  art  and  music,  principally  covering  the  period  from  the  Spanish 
conquest.   Prerequisite:   Spanish  20  or  consent  of  the  instructor.  Alternates 
with  SpanishJZ8. 

Rationale:  This  new  course  balances  the  culture  course  dealing 
with  Spain  with  one  involving  an  important  New  World  neighbor  of 
the  U.S.   Incidentally,  the  course  descriptions  are  not  made  parallel 
because  of  problems  of  avilabiiity  of  materials,  and  the  fact  that  the 
instructor  has  still  not  settled  upon  a  permanent  format.

Transfer  of  Credit  Policy 

Date:  February  11,  1981 


Before  a  student  enters  Lycoming  College 

Once  a  student  has  been  admitted  to  Lycoming  College  all  credits  listed  on  a  certified 
transcript  will  be  accepted  for  transfer  providing  they  are  comparable  to  the  general  curri- 
culum at  the  college.    In  addition  to  credits,  all  grades  will  also  be  accepted  and  computed 
teto  the  cumulative  average. 

Courses  accepted  for  transfer  can  be  used  to  satisfy  all  requirements  for  graduation. 
They  are  subject  to  the  following  conditions  when  used  to  satisfy  distribution  and  major 
requirements: 

Distribution  Requirements  -  courses  which  transfer  with  a  minimum  of  three  hours  of 
credit  may  be  used  to  satisfy  distribution  requirements.    For  example,  iwo  philosophy 
courses  will  satisfy  a  requirement  if  at  least  six  credits  are  accepted.    The  determination 
of  satisfaction  of  distribution  requirements  will  be  made  by  the  Registrar. 

Major  Requirements  -  at  the  time  of  transfer,  each  department  will  evaluate  all  credits 
completed  in  the  major.    The  department  will  determine  if  any  courses  completed  will  satisfy 
stated  requirements.    They  will  also  specify  the  remaining  requirements  to  be  completed 
at  the  college. 

After  a  student  has  entered  Lycoming  College 

Transfer  credit  will  not  be  guaranteed  for  courses  completed  off-campus  unless  prior 
approval  has  been  received  from  each  department  involved  and  the  Registrar.    Ordinarily, 
all  courses  required  for  the  major  are  to  be  completed  at  Lycoming  College.    In  addition, 
students  may  be  required  to  validate  transfer  credit  for  departments  which    required 
demonstrated  competencies,  such  as  English  or.  Mathematics.    The  method  of  validation 
will  be  on  the  basle-of  examinations  developed  by  the  department.

As  you  know,  a  discussion  of  our  credit  system  is  now  scheduled  for  the  April  facult 
meeting.

MEETING  OF  THE  FACULTY 

LYCOMING  COLLEGE 
March  10,  1981 

President  Blumer  opened  the  meeting  at  4:35  p.m.  and  led  the  Faculty  in  prayer. 

The  minutes  of  the  January  6  meeting  were  approved  as  distributed. 

SECRETARY'S  REPORT 

The  Secretary  reported  that  Dr.  Howard  Berthold  was  elected  by  the  Faculty  to  serve 
a  5  year  term  on  the  Committee  on  Promotion  and  Tenure;  his  term  will  expire  in  1986. 
The  Secretary  also  reported  that  Dr.  Stan  Wilk  asked  her  to  convey,  in  his  absence, 
his  concern  that  the  contents  of  the  memo  on  special  sessions  was  not  discussed  with 
the  faculty  prior  to  publication.   Dr.  Weaver,  speaking  for  the  Study  Group  on  Special 
Sessions,  instructed  the  Secretary  to  tell  Dr.  Wilk  that  he  was  welcome  to  voice  his 
concerns  to  this  committee  directly. 

PREVIOUSLY  DISTRIBUTED  REPORTS 

Curricular  Proposals :   The  Astronomy  and  Physics,  Biology,  Business  Administration, 
Music  and  Spanish  proposals,  published  as  part  of  the  GCAA  agenda  for  February  17, 
1981,  passed  without  alteration.   The  Religion  proposal  passed  with  the  following 
amendment:   "any  two  religion  courses  may  be  used  to  fulfill  the  philosophy/religion 
distribution  requirement,  with  the  exception  that  only  one  course  from  the  combination 
Religion20/21  may  be  selected  for  distribution."  This  stipulation  shall  appear  in  the 
college  catalog  under  the  description  of  the  distribution  requirements.   The  Develop- 
mental Program  proposal  also  passed  without  alteration  though  one  suggested  amendment 
failed.   That  amendment  stipulated  that  Philosophy  5  should  no  longer  be  allowed  to 
fulfill  the  philosophy/religion  distribution  requirement.   Dr.  Ford,  who  proposed 
the  amendment,  stated  that  he  perceived  that  Philosophy  5  did  not  carry  the  academic 
weight  of-  other  philosophy  courses.   Furthermore,  students  who  elected  to  fulfill 
part  of  their  distribution  requirement  by  taking  this  course  were  "programmed"  to 
select  another  philosophy  course  to  complete  their  distribution,  and  would  neglect 
the  offerings  in  Religion.   Dr.  Roskin  pointed  out  the  merits  of  Philosophy  5  for 
the  developmental  students  and  maintained  that  there  was  no  comparable  religion 
course  that  addressed  the  needs  of  this  type  of  student.   Dr.  Whelan  emphasized  the 
natural  connections  between  his  Philosophy  5  curriculum  and  those  of  the  English  and 
Reading  components  of  the  program.   The  discussion  ended  when  Dr.  Robinson  proposed 
that  the  Religion  and  Philosophy  departments  meet  next  semester  to  mutually  resolve 
this  question.   The  Faculty  discussed  several  facets  of  the  Economics  proposal  to 
establish  a  new  track  in  Health  Services  Administration.   After  substantial  dis- 
cussion this  proposal  failed  to  receive  Faculty  approval. 

Credit  System  Memo:   Dr.  Keesbury  explained  that  this  memo  asks  the  Faculty  to 
decide  two  things:  (1)  Is  the  credit  system  an  appropriate  issue  for  the  Faculty  to 
discuss  at  this  time?   (2)  Should  this  matter  be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  the  April  7 
meeting  and  should  the  Faculty  reach  its  ultimate  decision  by  a  mail  ballot?  After 
brief  discussion,  the  Faculty  voted  to  place  the  issue  on  the  agenda  for  the  April  7 
meeting  and  to  decide  the  issue  by  a  mail  ballot. 

Transfer  of  credit  policy:   Dr.  Berthold  inquired  about  who  should  approve  the  transfer 
of  credit  awarded  after  a  student  enters  Lycoming:  The  student's  major  department,  the 
department  in  which  the  course  is  required,  or  the  department  "offering"  the  course. 
After  discussion  revealed  some  confusion  on  this  point,  Dr.  Piper  moved  that  this 
proposal  be  referred  to  the  Dean  for  editorial  clarification.   This  motion  was  passed. 


Change  in  policy  for  adding/withdrawing  from  courses:   This  proposal  from  the 
Academic  Standing  Committee  and  GCAA  passed  without  alteration. 

NEW  BUSINESS 

The  Faculty  voted  on  the  candidates  submitted  by  the  Committee  on  Honorary  Degrees 
and  Prizes.   In  addition,  the  Faculty  passed  a  motion  which  states  that  the  student 
who  received  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  any  one  prize  shall  receive  that  prize. 

ADMINISTRATIVE  REPORTS 

The  Dean  reminded  Faculty  that  an  Advising  Fair  to  assist  students  in  pre-registerinj 
would  be  held  on  March  19.   The  President  reminded  the  Faculty  that  the  Choir  was 
presenting  a  concert  in  Clarke  Chapel  that  evening. 


The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  6:30  p.m.

As  most  of  you  undoubtedly  know,  Charles  Weyant  has  resigned  from  his 
position  as  Director  of  Library  Services.   He  will  be  leaving  the  college 
on  June  30  to  take  on  new  challenges,  which  include  the  construction  of 
a  new  library  building.   We  all  wish  him  well  in  this  exciting  professional 
opportunity.

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Searches  in  Foreign  Language,  Mass  Communications,  and  Theatre 

Searches  are  continuing  for  individuals  in  these   three   disciplines. 
Candidates  are  coming  in  this  week  and  next  to  be  interviewed  for  positions 
in  Mass  Communications  and  Theatre.   We  also  hope  to  be  interviewing  soon 
in  Foreign  Language.   I  hope  I  can  report  to  you  before  too  long  that 
these  positions  have  been  filled  with  well-qualified  individuals. 

The  Committee  of  Seven 

At  its  last  meeting,  the  faculty  passed  a  motion  charging  me  with  the 
responsibility  of  appointing  a  committee  of  seven  to  study  concrete  plans 
for  both  a  variable  credit  system  and  an  improved  unit  system.   The 
following  seven  courageous  individuals  consented  to  serve  on  this 
committee  and  have  already  been  meeting  diligently  with  me  to  bring  some 
ideas  into  focus.   I  sought  representation  from  each  division  and  I 
looked  for  individuals  who  I  believed  would  speak  out  strongly  for  and 
against  each  system.   I  have  not  been  disappointed!   The  faculty  serving 
on  this  committee  are:   Richard  Erickson,  John  Hubbard,  Emily  Jensen, 
Roger  Opdahl,  Logan  Richmond,  John  Piper,  and  Roger  Shipley.   If  you 
have  any  suggestions  for  the  committee,  or  simply  wish  to  get  information, 
please  contact  any  members  of  the  committee.   The  whole  matter  is  a 
very  sensitive  one,  especially  as  it  affects  faculty  teaching  load. 
We  are  trying  hard  to  be  reasonable,  flexible,  and  fair  as  we  sketch 
models.   We  need  the  best  wisdom  of  everyone. 

In  preparation  for  these  committee  meetings,  I  studied  the  system  that 
prevailed  at  Lycoming  College  in  1963-64,  the  year  before  the  unit  system 
went  into  effect.   I  also  analyzed  the  course  schedules  for  five  years 
after  the  unit  system  started  (1964-65  through  1968-69).   For  the  first 
two  years  after  the  change  (1964-65,  1965-66),  nearly  all  courses  met 
four  days  a  week  as  a  minimum.   Exceptions  to  this  rule  were  indeed  rare. 
By  the  third  year  (1966-67),  the  schedule  looked  similar  to  the  one  in 
1963-64,  except  that  all  courses  now  earned  four  hours  of  credit. 

I  have  heard  various  explanations  as  to  why  the  unit  system  here  changed 
so  rapidly.   You  may  have  heard  others  to  explain  what  apparently 
happened.   But  one  fact  is  clear.   The  unit  system  that  Dean  Mobberley 
initiated  on  this  campus  operated  for  only  two  years  as  he  envisioned  it. 
He  left  in  1965.   J.  Milton  Skeath  served  as  Acting  Dean  in  1965-66. 
By  the  time  Philip  Marshall  became  Dean  in  1966-67,  little  was  left 
substantively  of  Mobberley' s  original  plan. 


Academic  Achievement 

At  the  end  of  Spring  Semester,  1981,  135  students  were  placed  on  probation; 
26  were  suspended  for  lack  of  academic  achievement  and  six  were  dismissed 
from  the  college  for  academic  reasons.   Some  of  the  suspended  students  did 
appeal  this  decision  and  were  allowed  May  Term  and  Summer  Session  to  try 
to  improve  their  academic  records.   Their  cases  will  be  reviewed  at  the 
end  of  each  of  these  terms  to  determine  whether  there  is  any  basis  for 
readmitting  them  this  fall.   All  students  on  probation  also  received  letters 
urging  them  to  use  May  Term  or  Summer  Session  to  return  to  good  academic 
standing.   Many  of  them  apparently  heeded  this  caution  during  May  Term. 
Others  will  be  attending  Summer  school. 

We  also  had  168  students  who  achieved  the  Dean's  List  at  the  end  of 

Spring  Semester.   Thirty-five  of  these  students  earned  straight  A  averages.

Students  with  tuition  remission  will  not  be  counted  in  determining 
class  size.   Regular  auditors  who  pay  the  audit  fee  ($133.75)  will  be 
included  in  the  calculations  to  determine  compensation  as  follows: 
4  auditors  =  1  FTE  enrollment.   The  official  records  of  the  Registrar 
and-  the  Business  Office  shall  serve  as  the  basis  for  determining  com- 
pensation based  upon  enrollment. 

The  standard  salary  per  full-unit  course  is  $1150.  This  amount  may  be 
promised  before  enrollments  are  known  to  persons  invited  to  teach  part- 
time  only.

The  Dean  will  be  expected  to  cancel 
any  course  with  six  or  fewer  registrations  but  may,  on  special  occasions, 
authorize  special  instruction.

GUIDELINES  FOR  PROPOSING  CURRICULAR  CHANGE 

The  Bylaws  of  the  Faculty  (Article  VI,  2,2)  charge  the  Committee  on  Curriculum 
Development  with  responsibility  for  dealing  with  curricular  changes.   All  changes 
in  the  curriculum  as  listed  in  the  Lycoming  College  Catalog  (including  those  thought 
to  be  minor)  are  to  be  considered  by  this  committee  and,  where  appropriate,  recom- 
mended for  further  action  by  the  General  Committee  on  Academic  Affairs  and  the 
Faculty,  which  has  authority  to  effect  changes  in  the  curriculum  of  the  College. 

Curriculum  changes  may  be  submitted  by  anyone,  but  it  is  recommended  that  they  first  | 
be  discussed  with  the  relevant  departments  and  student  advisory  groups.   Proposers 
of  change  are  referred  to  the  Faculty  Handbook's  section  5.14  on  "Curricular  Changes 

Changes  to  be  incorporated  in  the  next  catalog  should  be  in  Committee  hands  no  later 
than  the  first  week  of  the  spring  semester.   Any  proposal  submitted  after  then  may 
not  reach  the  Faculty  for  action  during  this  school  year.   Please  submit  proposals 
on  ditto  mats,  together  with  fifteen  copies,  to  Mike  Roskin  f    C.D.C.  Chair, 
Faculty  Box  50.   All  communications  will  receive  prompt  attention. 

I.   THE  ADDITION,  CHANGE,  OR  DELETION  OF  COURSES  —  Such  proposals  should  include 

(1)  Catalog  entry.   Number,  title,  and  exact  catalog  description  of  each 
course  to  be  added,  changed,  or  deleted,  including  indication  of 
prerequisites,  alternate  year  scheduling,  possibility  of  repetition 
for  credit,  etc.   This  description  should  be  full  enough  to  afford  a 
prospective  enrollee  a  fair  impression  of  course  content. 

(2)  Justification.   This  should  include,  but  is  not  limited  to,  response  to 
these  questions:   Which  students  will  benefit  from  this  change?  How 
will  they  benefit?  How  is  the  content  of  the  course  related  to  other 
courses,  both  in  the  same  department  and  in  others?  How  will  this 
change  affect  the  scheduling  of  other  courses?  What  size  enrollment 
is  anticipated? 

II.   CHANGES  IN  THE  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  MAJORS  —  Such  changes  ordinarily  involve 
change  in  the  number  of  courses  required,  or  in  the  list  of  courses  from 
which  the  required  number  may  be  selected,  or  in  the  designation  of 
particular  courses  which  must  be  included.   Proposals  for  changes  in  re- 
quirements for  majors  should  include 

(1)  Catalog  statement.   The  exact  catalog  entry  incorporating  the  proposed 
change,  together  with  clear  indication  of  just  what  the  change  is. 

(2)  Justification.   This  should  include,  but  is  not  limited  to,  response 
to  these  questions:   How  will  current  major  students  be  benefited? 
How  will  the  attractiveness  of  the  major  be  affected?  How  is  this 
change  in  major  related  to  the  program  of  the  department  for  non-majors? 

III.   OTHER  CURRICULAR  CHANGES  —  Suggestions  and  proposals  for  other  sorts  of 
curricular  change  are  welcomed.   These  should  include  appropriate  ex- 
planation and  justification.

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President  remarks: 

The  following  is  a  partial  listing  of  Dr.  Blumer's  remarks  made  during  the 
discussion  of  the  Nursing  Program  motion: 

1)  "To  keep  this  issue  clear  it  seems  to  me  that  we  need  to  make  a 
distinction  between  the  two  degrees  and  recognize  the  population 
involved  in  this  new  degree  program  is  a  population  that  is  not 

on  campus  today  and  won't  ever  be  on  campus  until  they  participate 
in  this  program.   It's  a  professional  degree.   People  come  to  a 
college  because  it  is  offered  and  they  don't  come  here,  they  go 
elsewhere,  if  not  offered.   Now,  how  does  that  fact  affect  the  B.A. 
program,  I  think  is  the  question.   As  I  see  it,  it  wouldn't  have  any 
necessary  impact — the  impact  would  be  indirect.   The  question  put  to 
me  was  does  it  impose  a  constraint  upon  the  enrollment  for  the  B.A. 
program.   My  answer  to  that  is  no .   I  centainly  have  no  intention  of 
advising  that  we  not  expand  the  A.B.  program  if  the  opportunity 
presented  itself.   The  B.S.N,  program  does  not  imply  that  the  A.B. 
program  either  remains  the  same  size  or  diminish.   If  the  B.A. 
program  changes  in  size,  it  will  be  because  there  are  other  factors 
affecting  it.  Now,  what  are  those  likely  to  be?   The  demographic 
situation  is  a  negative  factor  influencing  it.   To  the  degree  that 
Lycoming  is  adversely  affected  as  other  colleges  are  expected  to 
be  in  their  B.A.  programs,  it  is  possible,  and  I  think  likely,  that 
the  B.S.N,  program  would  help  compensate  for  that  loss,  but  I  don't 
see  there  is  any  necessary  connection  between  the  two. 

2)  "There  will  be  some  spin-off  benefits,  I  suspect,  but  I  think  that 
what  some  of  you  want  to  hear  from  me  is  that  the  B.S.N,  program 
does  not  restrict  the  development  of  the  B.A.  program  and  in  my  view 
it  doesn't.   The  only  constraint  that  I  can  see  there,  as  a  faculty 
and  an  institution  we  ought  to  consider  is — let's  suppose  the 
opportunity  for  growth  in  the  B.A.  program  presents  itself.   At  that 
point  I  think  one  issue  we  will  have  to  decide  grows  from  a  commit- 
ment we  have  at  least  given  verbal  support  to,  namely  that  of  improving 
the  profile  of  our  student  body. 

3)  "I  believe  that  the  nursing  program  should  be  monitored  separately  to 
the  extent  that  it's  possible  and  should  measure  its  development  and 
progress  separately  and  not  confuse  the  two.   We  don't  want  to  do  one 
program  and  the  expense  of  another.   I  think  that's  your  concern  and 
I  share  that  concern. 

4)  "I  don't  want  to  state  that  in  a  way  that  is  misleading  but  generally 
speaking  "yes"  I  think  that  this  should  be  and  can  be  a  self- 
supporting  program.   When  we  did  the  self-study  for  nursing,  we  asked 
the  question,  What  is  critical  mass  for  a  nursing  program?  When  we 
analyzed  the  experience  at  Albright,  for  example,  we  were  told,  and 
then  their  written  report  substantiated  this,  they  were  not  breaking 
even,  they  were  having  to  subsidize  that  program.   Now  I  would  not 
want  to  say  that  this  program  should  never  be  subsidized  at  all.   I 
would  not  want  nursing,  in  other  words,  to  be  the  only  program  that 
had  to  be  absolutely  self-supporting.   I  would  also  admit  that  we  don't 
do  cost-accounting  in  a  way  that  would  really  give  an  honest  and  re- 
liable answer  to  that  question.   But  generally  speaking  I  think  the 
expectation  should  be  that  this  program,  if  developed  properly,  will 

be  found  self-supporting  if  we  can  achieve  the  student  body  we  expect. 
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5)  "One  dilemma  that  we  face  that  I  think  John  is  pointing  to  is 

whether  or  not  we  want  nursing  to  serve  the  A.B.  degree  and  that  is 
the  reason  for  implementing  it.   We  have  already  said  here  today  we 
do  not  want  the  A.B.  degree  to  serve  nursing  in  the  sense  of  being 
victimized  by  it.   There  is  another  sense  in  which  I  think  we  should 
ask  the  very  same  question  about  nursing  and  ask  what  is  the  state  of 
art  in  nursing  and  what  is  required  for  a  first-rate  program  in 
nursing.   The  school  I  served  before  coming  here  had  five  degrees. 
We  did  not  expect  one  degree  to  look  like  another  degree.   Bachelor 
of  Arts  in  Education  was  tighter  than  this  one — there  were  absolutely 
no  electives  whatsoever  in  it.   The  Bachelor  of  Music  Education  was 
just  as  tight.   The  Bachelor  of  Music  degree  not  quite  so  tight  but 
it  was  a  professional  degree  and  for  the  major,  looked  very  different 
from  the  major  in  any  of  the  other  degrees.   Now  that  I  think  we  need 
to  acknowledge.   It  may  be  that  the  issue  John  raises  about  what  that 
implies  are  issues  we  ought  to  face.   I  think  it  really  is.   But  I 
really  believe  personally  that  our  future  as  an  institution  depends 
upon  having  unquestionably  strong  programs  rather  than  mutation. 
That  seems  to  me,  John,  to  imply  that  we  ought  to  require  in  our 
B.S.N,  program,  especially  in  the  beginning,  more  than  the  minimum 
for  accreditation." 

Dr.  Howard  Berthold  proposed  to  amend  the  Nursing  Program  motion  by  adding 
the  following  to  the  end  of  the  program:

On  Saturday  and  Sunday  the  charges  for  lunch  and  dinner  are 
reversed. 

Although  the  discount  may  not  be  as  great  as  we  would  have  hoped 
for,  it's  still  the  "best  meal  in  town"  for  the  price.

MEETING  OF  THE  FACULTY 

LYCOMING  COLLEGE 

December  8,  1981 

President  Blumer  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  4:00  P.M.,  and  led  the  Faculty 
in  prayer. 

The  minutes  of  the  November  3,  1981  meeting  were  approved.   The  minutes  of  the 
November  10,  1981  meeting  were  not  approved  because  the  faculty  requested  that 
additional  information  from  the  discussion  of  the  Nursing  Program  motion  be 
included. 

The  Secretary  had  nothing  to  report. 

Orders  of  the  Day  - 

A  motion  was  passed  to  have  the  Accounting  Department  continue  auditing  the 
election  ballots  in  spite  of  the  indication  of  a  conflict  of  interest  as 
raised  by  Professor  Richmond,  Chairman  of  the  Accounting  Department. 

The  following  old  business  was  transacted: 

The  Variable  Credit/Unit  Credit  Systems  were  discussed  for  the  maximum 
allowable  time  and  then  a  motion  was  passed  to  extend  the  discussion  for 
an  additional  fifteen  minutes. 

During  this  discussion  period,  Dr.  Fred  Grogan's  motion  to  reaffirm  the 
Unit  System  was  presented  to  the  faculty.  However,  no  action  was  taken 
because  the  faculty  did  not  have  sufficient  advance  notice  of  the  motion. 

Dr.  Blumer  gave  the  following  report  on  the  Variable  Credit/Unit  Credit  Systems: 

Axioms : 

1.  Whether  a  variable  credit  system  or  a  unit  system  is  adopted  at  Lycoming 
College,  a  definition  of  "credit  hour"  must  be  acknowledged.   This 
definition  is  not  the  esoteric  property  of  Lycoming  College.   No  sub- 
stitute for  the  Carnegie  definition  has  gained  widespread  acceptance  in 
American  higher  education.   Therefore,  the  Carnegie  definition  must 
serve  as  the  norm  at  Lycoming  College  as  it  does  in  American  higher 
education  at  large.   (Credit  hour  =  one  hour  of  faculty  classroom 
instruction  per  week  or  two/three  hours  of  laboratory  instruction) . 

2.  Any  exception  to  the  Carnegie  definition  must  be  approved  in  advance. 

Suggested  Procedure: 

A  department  wishing  to  offer  a  course  for  either  more  or  less  credit 
than  would  be  assigned  by  applying  the  Carnegie  definition  may  petition 
the  Dean  of  the  College  for  permission  to  do  so. 

A.   If  permission  to  deviate  from  the  Carnegie  definition  is  granted 
by  the  Dean,  this  decision  will  be  reported  to  GCAA  which  shall 
be  given  opportunity  either  to  sustain  the  decision  of  the  Dean 
or  to  propose  to  the  faculty  that  strict  adherence  to  the  Carnegie 
definition  be  required. 


(1)  If  GCAA  sustains  the  decision  of  the  Dean  to  allow 
a  deviation  from  the  Carnegie  definition,  this  action 
will  be  reported  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  along  with 
other  actions  of  the  faculty  for  their  routine 
consideration. 

(2)  If  GCAA  proposes  strict  adherence  to  the  Carnegie 
definition,  this  proposal  will  be  reported  to  the 
general  faculty  for  action.   The  action  of  the  faculty 
will  be  reported  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  their 
routing  consideration. 

B.   If  permission  to  deviate  from  the  Carnegie  definition  is  denied 
by  the  Dean  of  the  College,  the  department  petitioning  permission 
to  offer  an  exception  may  petition  GCAA  for  that  permission. 

(1)  If  GCAA  sustains  the  decision  of  the  Dean  not  to 
allow  the  department  to  deviate  from  the  Carnegie 
definition,  the  issue  shall  be  considered  closed. 

(2)  If  GCAA  agrees  with  the  department  that  an  exception 
to  the  Carnegie  definition  should  be  made,  this  pro- 
posal will  be  reported  to  the  general  faculty.   The 
action  of  the  faculty  will  be  reported  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees  for  their  routine  consideration  along 
with  other  actions  of  the  faculty. 

There  was  no  new  business. 

Dean  Van  Marter  reported  on  the  following  items: 

1.  A  committee  has  been  formed  to  gather  information  that  can  be  used  to 
expedite  Freshmen  registration.   She  also  asked  for  faculty  opinions  on 
the  two  most  promising  ideas  that  had  been  developed. 

2.  Mr.  Bruce  Hurlbert  accepted  the  position  as  Director  of  Library  Services.

3.  Mr.  Lester  Dye  accepted  a  temporary  position  as  Admissions  Coordinator 

Dircctoi  in  iaeidence  until  a  full-time  Director  of  Admissions  can  be  hired. 

4.  Mrs.  Maxine  McCormick  was  hired  for  a  new  clerical  position  in  the 
Registrar's  Office. 

5.  A  committee  is  being  formed  for  the  hiring  of  an  Assistant/Associate  Dean. 

President  Blumer  reported  on  the  following  items : 

1.   The  Board  of  Trustees  approved  the  establishment  of  a  Department  of  Mass 
Communications.   Dr.  Blumer  said  that  such  approval  by  the  Board  was  in- 
advertent and  was  not  in  keeping  with  the  motion  he  had  prepared  for  the 
Board  to  approve.   Dr.  Blumer 's  motion  was  for  the  Board  to  authorize  the 
establishment  of  a  Mass  Communications  Department — not  to  establish  one. 

Because  the  Faculty  felt  that  they  did  not  have  proper  time  to  study  the 
matter  and  that  such  establishment  of  a  Department  was  done  without  their 
involvement  and  approval,  it  was  requested  that  Dr.  Blumer  request  the 
Board  to  rescind  their  decision  until  the  Faculty  had  studied  and  voted 


on  this  issue.   It  was  agreed  that  the  Interdisciplinary  Committee  address 
this  issue  first  and  that  it  proceed  through  normal  committee  channels 
thereafter. 

2.  The  Board  voted  to  establish  a  formal  procedure  for  evaluating  the 
professional  performance  of  college  administrators.   Chairman  McKenney 
had  appointed  a  committee  chaired  by  Nat  Stuart  to  accomplish  this  task. 

3.  The  Board  approved  the  treasurer's  report  which  showed  an  operating  deficit 
last  year  of  $66,356.00.  A  $59,212.00  surplus  is  projected  for  the  current 
year. 

4.  Board  reaffirmed  its  action  of  the  executive  committee  to  convert  the 
Hill  Top  Gym  to  an  art  facility. 

5.  Lycoming  College  exceeded  the  United  Way  goal  again  this  year.   Dr.  Blumer 
publically  acknowledged  the  college's  appreciation  to  Dr.  John  Radsp inner 
who  chaired  the  program,  Dr.  Fred  Grogan,  Dr.  Paul  MacKenzie,  Dr.  John  Piper, 
Dr.  Mary  Vestermark  and  all  others  who  had  contributed  to  that  success. 


The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  6:00  P.M.

The  GCAA  meeting  convened  at  4:05  p.m.  on  Tuesday,  March  2,  in  Room  B-306.

DROP/ADD,  AUDIT,  S/U  OPTIONS,  AND  WITHDRAWL  POLICY  FOR  EIGHT-WEEK  COURSES. 

In  2-credit  (1/2  unit)  courses  meeting  only  during  the  last  half  of  any  semester, 
students  may  drop/add  for  a  period  of  five  days,  effective  with  the  mid-term  date 
shown  on  the  academic  calendar.   Audit  and  S/U  options  may  also  be  elected  during  this 
same  time  period.   Withdrawl  from  these  half-semester  courses  with  a  "W" ,  "WF",  or  "WP", 
may  occur  within  six  weeks  of  the  beginning  of  the  course.   It  is  understood  that  the 
period  of  time  at  the  beginning  of  the  semester  and  at  the  mid-point  of  the  semester 
will  be  identical.

COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM  IN  NUCLEAR  MEDICINE  TECHNOLOGY 

Preface: 

Lycoming  College  has  successfully  provided  opportunities  for  students  to  enter 
careers  in  health  care  through  cooperative  programs  in  medical  technology,  optometry, 
and  podiatry.   With  these  programs,  the  students  complete  24  unit  courses,  including 
all  distribution  requirements,  and  prepare  for  the  professional  training  by  obtaining 
a  solid  foundation  in  biology,  chemistry,  physics,  and  mathematics.   Successful 
completion  of  the  clinical  year  or  first  year  of  professional  school  satisfies  the 
remaining  requirements  for  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree.   Most  students  find  it 
convenient  to  major  in  biology  in  order  to  satisfy  the  requirements  for  both  the  college 
and  the  cooperating  institution. 

Proposal: 

That  Lycoming  College  add  Nuclear  Medicine  Technology  to  its  current  cooperative 
programs  (Medical  Technology,  Optometry,  and  Podiatry).   This  program  follows  the 
three  plus  one  model  of  the  current  Med-Tech  program.   A  bachelor's  degree  would  be 
granted  by  Lycoming  College  upon  successful  completion  of  the  clinical  year  at 
Williamsport  Hospital.   The  courses  to  be  completed  in  the  clinical  year  are: 

NMT  1201   Introduction  to  Nuclear  Medicine  and  the  Hospital 

This  course  covers  the  elementary  principles  of  Nuclear  Medicine  and  an 
orientation  to  a  hospital  setting,  particularly  ethics,  professionalism,  C.P.R., 
infectious  control,  isolation  and  general  nursing  procedures.   No  credit. 

NMT  1202   Radiation  Biology  and  Protection 

This  course  will  discuss  the  effects  of  radiation  on  humans,  the  environment, 
and  the  acceptable  methods  used  to  reduce  exposure  to  occupationally  safe 
levels. 

NMT  1203   Applied  Mathematics:   A  Review 

This  course  will  provide  a  review  of  basic  mathematical  principles  and 
practical  applications  relevant  to  nuclear  medicine  technology.   No  credit. 

NMT  1210  Nuclear  Medicine  -  Clinical  Applications  I 

This  course  will  discuss  various  nuclear  medicine  procedures  with  emphasis 
on  anatomy  and  physiology  of  organs  and  system,  indications  for  various 
procedures  and  evaluation  of  clinical  findings  or  results. 

NMT  1220   Clinical  Practicum  I 

This  course  will  permit  the  student,  through  supervised  clinical  instruction, 
to  apply  concepts  and  principles  presented  in  the  didactic  instruction. 

NMT  1301   Radiation  Physics 

This  course  will  discuss  the  structure  of  the  atom,  nature  of  radioactivity 
and  the  interactions  of  radioactivity  as  they  pertain  to  nuclear  medicine. 

NMT  1302   Radiopharmacy 

This  course  will  discuss  the  basics  of  radiopharmaceutical  preparation, 
quality  control  and  method  of  actions  for  radiopharmaceuticals  used  in 
nuclear  medicine. 


NMT  1303   NMT  Theory:   Computers  and  management 

This  course  will  discuss  the  basics  of  computer  science  and  the  use  of 
computers  in  nuclear  medicine.  Also  covered  will  be  basic  management  skill 
needed  in  the  operation  of  a  nuclear  medicine  department.

PROPOSED  CATALOG  STATEMENT  FOR  COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM  IN  NUCLEAR  MEDICINE  TECHNOLOGY 


Students  desiring  a  career  in  nuclear  medical  technology  may  complete  either 
(1)  a  bachelor  of  arts  program  followed  by  a  clinical  internship,  or  (2)  the  cooperative 
program. 

Students  enrolling  in  the  cooperative  program  in  Nuclear  Medicine  Technology  will 
study  for  three  years  at  Lycoming  College,  followed  by  a  fourth  year  of  study  at  a  co- 
operating hospital.   Students  must  apply  directly  to  a  cooperating  hospital  for  admission 

to  the  clinical  year;  aft»tfc^SS5  H  °  ■*■"■  \i "ff~fJ4  JLycoming  College  is  presently 

affiliated  with  the  Williamsport  Hospital  School  of  Nuclear  Medicine!!  The  courses 
completed  during  the  clinical  year  are  entered  on  the  Lycoming  College  transcript.   Upon 
successful  completion  of  the  clinical  year,  which  serves  to  complete  the  college  degree 
requirements,  students  are  eligible  to  take  a  certification  examination  in  nuclear 
medicine  technology.   Successful  completion  of  a  certifying  examination  is  not  a 
graduation  requirement  at  Lycoming  College. 

Students  may  enter  the  cooperative  program  with  backgrounds  in  different  fields  of 
study.   However,  they  must  complete  24  units  including  the  college  distribution  require- 
ments, a  major,  and  the  following  requirements  of  the  Joint  Review  Committee  on  Education 
Programs  of  the  American  Medical  Association:  Anatomy  and  Physiology  (Bio.  5-6  or  10-11), 
Basic  Physics  (Astronomy/Physics  15-16,  or  25-26),  Basic  Mathematics  (2  courses  from 
Math  9,  13,  17,  18,  19,  Comp.  Sci.  15),  Oral  and  Written  Communication  (Mass  Communication 
11  and  English  2),  and  General  Chemistry  (two  courses  from  Chem.  10  (or  8),  11,  15^  (or  20)\ 
It  is  recommended  that  students  also  take  Comp.  Sci.  15. 

For  students  in  the  cooperative  program,  modified  majors  are  presently  available  in 
Biology  and  in  Physics.  For  thoac  who  wish  to  major  in  other  academic  disciplines  s-fcudent-s» 
should  consult  with  their  advisor5 early  in  their  college  careers  to  determine  whether  a 
major  in  trhafc  discipline  can  be  completed  within  a  three-year  period. 


Those  who  wish  to  major  in  Biology  are  allowed  to  follow  a  modified  major  of  six  Biology 
courses  (Bio.  5-6  or  10-11,  21,  22,  23,  or  35,  and  an  advanced  elective),  along  with  the 
usual  requirement  in  Chemistry  and  Mathematics.   Those  who  wish  to  major  in  Physics  are 
required  to  take  the  following  courses:  As/Ph  25,  26,  27,  29,  Nuclear  and  Particle  Physic 
two  elective  physics  courses  numbered  11  or  above,  Bio.  5-6  or  10-11,  Math  18  and  19, 
and  one  year  in  Chemistry.

MEETING  OF  THE  FACULTY 
LYCOMING  COLLEGE 
February  9,  1982 

President  Blumer  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  4:05  P.M.,  and  led  the  Faculty 
in  prayer. 

The  minutes  of  January  12,  1982  were  approved. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  Janet  Rodgers  was  elected  to  the  Freedom  and 
Grievance  Committee  to  complete  the  unexpired  term  of  Bruce  Weaver  who  resigned 
to  serve  on  the  Personnel  Committee. 

A  motion  was  passed  to  approve  the  following  previously  distributed  reports  as 
presented  by  G.C.A.A. — 

1.  Change  in  Economics  Department  allowing  majors  in  Managerial 
Economics  to  substitute  Business  33  for  Business  39  (see 
previously  distributed  CDC  report  of  January  14) . 

2.  Change  in  Art  Department  dropping  Art  10  (see  previously 
distributed  CDC  report  of  January  14). 

The  following  New  Business  was  transacted: 

The  faculty  approved  the  awarding  of  Honorary  Degrees  to 
Frank  C.  Carlucci  III  and  Elmer  Boyd  Staats. 

Dick  Morris  raised  a  question  regarding  the  need  or  lack  of  need 
for  a  replacement  on  the  Personnel  Committee  caused  by  Fred  Grogan's 
appointment  as  Assistant  Dean  of  the  College  given  the  fact  that 
Grogan's  term  expires  in  1982. 

Logan  Richmond  made  a  motion  to  have  Grogan's  replacement  on  the 
Personnel  Committee  serve  the  remainder  of  Grogan's  term  which 
expires  in  1982  and  then  serve  a  regular  term  of  3  years. 

John  Piper  made  a  motion  to  table  Richmond's  motion.   Piper's  motion 
to  table  passed. 

Administrative  Reports: 

Dean  Van  Marter  introduced  Bruce  L.  Hurlbert,  the  new  Director  of  Library 
Service.   She  also  expressed  thanks  to  Sue  Beidler  and  other  staff  members 
for  their  assistance  in  the  library. 

Forrest  Keesbury  explained  his  report  on  the  Developmental  Semester  (see 
previously  distributed  report  of  February  5,  1982). 

Fred  Grogan  recommended  that  the  May  Term  begin  early  for  certain  courses  in 
order  to  accommodate  students  whose  Social  Security  college  benefits  would 
be  lost  if  they  were  not  enrolled  by  May  1st. 


At  Stan  Wilk's  request,  a  vote  was  taken  to  express  the  sense  of  the 
faculty  in  regards  to  Fred  Grogan's  recommendation.   The  faculty  voted  in 
favor  of  such  recommendation. 

Dr.  Blumer  reported  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  had  established  new  rates 
for  the  1982-83  academic  year,  and  that  the  increases  were  similar  to  those 
of  the  previous  year.

The  salary  scale  for  full-time  teaching  faculty  at  Lycoming  College 
is  adopted  annually  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  President  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees.   It  is  based  upon  the  following  conditions: 

1)  Full-time  members  of  the  teaching  faculty  shall  not  receive 
base  salaries  which  are  less  than  the  minimums  established 
for  their  respective  professorial  ranks. 

2)  Full-time  members  of  the  teaching  faculty  shall  not  receive 
base  salaries  which  are  larger  than  the  maximums  established 
for  their  respective  professorial  ranks.   Any  exception 
exceeding  the  maximum  must  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

3)  This  salary  scale  shall  be  reviewed  annually.   As  improvements 
in  the  academic  program  occur  and  institutional  resources 
allow,  the  salary  scale  will  be  increased  in  a  manner  which 
preserves  or  increases  the  differential  between  the  advanced 
ranks  and  the  lower  ranks,  provided  the  percentage  of  the 
faculty  enjoying  advanced  rank  remains  stable  or  declines. 


Dr.  Blumer  reported  that  the  planning  for  the  conversion  of  the  Hill  Top 
Gym  is  continuing.   The  architect  has  been  employed  and  financing  is  still 
being  arranged. 

Dr.  Blumer  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the  National  Association  of 
Independent  Colleges  and  Universities  and  also  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
National  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  of  the  United  Methodist  Church. 
He  reported  that  there  was  congressional  support  for  consolidating  all 
student  aid  into  one  new  program,  dissolving  Guaranteed  Student  Loan  and 
to  cut  all  appropriation  in  half.   However,  the  Public  Policy  Committee  of 
the  National  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  of  the  United  Methodist 
Church  has  been  and  will  continue  to  lobby  to  pull  the  appropriation  for 
education  out  of  the  continuing  resolution  for  all  appropriations.   The 
result  being  that  Education  will  be  dealt  with  separately.

DATE:  March  2,  1982 

Students  shall  have  the  option  of  repeating  courses  for  which  they  already  have 
received  a  passing  grade  as  well  as  those  which  they  have  failed.   Recording  of  grades 
for  all  repeated  courses  shall  be  governed  by  the  following  conditions: 

1.  A  course  may  be  repeated  only  one  time: 

2.  both  attempts  will  be  recorded  on  the  student's  transcript,' 

3.  credit  for  the  course  will  be  given  only  once; 

4.  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  student's  G.P.A.,  the  average  grade 
received  for  the  two  attempts  will  be  used  as  if  it  were  the  grade  for 
a  single  course; 

5.  a  repeated  course  will  be  counted  toward  the  total  number  of  unsuccessful 
attempts ; 

Catalog  Changes 

1.  p.  20,  following  the  paragraph  on  incomplete  grades:

Rationale 

1.  At  the  present  time,  the  college  has  a  number  of  courses  which  have  as  a  prerequisite 
the  grade  of  "C"  or  better  in  a  lower  level  course.   The  Nursing  Program  adds  additional 
courses  to  this  category.   The  Academic  Standing  Committee  believes  this  change  will 
more  accurately  reflect  the  level  of  mastery  in  the  subject  matter  students  repeating 
these  courses  have  obtained  so  well  as  provide  additional  incentive  for  them  to  do  more 
than  the  minimum  required  to  continue  in  their  discipline. 
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2.  The  Academic  Standing  Committee  regularly  receives  a  small  number  of  appeals  from 
students  who  wish  to  substitute  an  elective  course  in  their  major  for  one  which  is 
required  to  help  them  achieve  the  necessary  2.0  G.P.A.  in  their  major  for  graduation. 
The  departments  involved  usually  support  these  appeals.   Since  such  required  courses 
are  normally  more  important  to  an  understanding  of  the  discipline  than  electives,  the 
Committee  believes  that  allowing  students  to  repeat  such  courses  is 

more  sound  educationally  than  our  current  practice. 

3.  The  Committee  believes  that  the  potential  for  abuse  under  the  proposed  system  will 
be  satisfactorily  limited  by  having  repeated  courses  count  toward  the  total  number  of 
courses  students  are  allowed  to  attempt.

Justification 

In  Accounting  45  and  46  students  are  not  tested  with  traditional  types  of 
examinations,  but  work  together  in  and  out  of  class  making  it  difficult  to  assign 
a  letter  grade.   In  Accounting  48  it  would  make  more  sense  to  grade  the  students 
on  the  same  basis  as  the  CPA  examination  itself,  where  you  either  pass  or  fail.  A 
passing  grade  on  the  CPA  exam  is  75  or  above,  so  a  75  is  just  as  good  as  a  95.

Stan  Wilk,  has  received  word  from  Stephen  Pastner,  President  of  the  Northeastern 
Anthropological  Association  that  his  paper  "A  Note  on  American  Anthropology  and 
American  Democracy"  delivered  in  a  special  session  on  "Creation  Science"  at 
Princeton  University  will  be  published  along  with  the  contributions  of  several 
biologists,  historians  and  physical  anthropologists,  in  a  special  publication  being 
undertaken  by  the  Association.

In  order  to  simplify  the  selection  of  members  for  the  appointive  committees  of 
the  faculty,  we  recommend  the  following  three  bylaw  changes: 

1.  For  the  seven  committees  named  below,  where  the  bylaws  specify  student 
memberships,  replace  the  present  wording  with  "(number)  students  selected 
by  student  government  and  approved  by  GCAA."   (See  current  Faculty  Hand- 
book, pp.  7-11.)   For  example,  for  the  Committee  on  Academic  Standing,"... 
and  three  students"  would  be  replaced  by  "...and  three  students  selected 
by  student  government  and  approved  by  GCAA."

2.  In  the  statement  of  the  function  of  the  Committee  on  Appointments,  change 
the  words  "appoint  . . .  faculty  and  student  members"  to  "appoint  . . .  faculty 
members."  In  the  statement  of  the  membership  of  this  committee,  delete  the 
provision  for  student  members.   (See  current  Faculty  Handbook,  p.  9.) 

Explanation  for  changes  1  and  2:   These  changes  will  place  student  appoint- 
ments to  faculty  committees  directly  in  the  hands  of  student  government,  with- 
out requiring  that  they  be  presented  to  and  approved  of  by  the  Appointments 
Committee.   In  the  past  the  Appointments  Committee  has  accepted  the  nomin- 
ations of  student  government,  even  though  this  is  not  required  by  current 
bylaws.   Student  government  thus  already  has  in  place  a  procedure  for  making 
such  appointments.   These  changes  will  also  make  faculty  appointments  to 
these  committees  a  faculty  matter,  simplifying  the  work  of  the  Appointments 
Committee.   Students,  of  course,  will  continue  to  have  an  opportunity  to 
comment  and  vote  on  faculty  appointments  to  faculty  committees,  since 
students  have  seats  on  GCAA. 

3.  Change  the  statement  of  the  membership  of  the  Committee  on  Discipline  from 
"three  members  of  the  faculty,  appointed  by  the  General  Committee  on 
Academic  Affairs"  to  "three  members  of  the  faculty."   (See  current  Faculty 
Handbook,  p.  11.) 

Explanation  for  change  3:   This  change  will  bring  faculty  appointments  to  this 
committee  into  conformity  with  the  procedure  used  for  the  other  appointive 
committees.   We  believe  that  the  present  wording  was  unintentionally  different, 
and  that  in  fact  past  practice  has  always  been  to  handle  appointments  to  the 
committee  just  as  those  for  the  other  faculty  committees.

MEETING  OF  THE  FACULTY 

LYCOMING  COLLEGE 

March  16,  1982 

President  Blumer  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  4:04  P.M.,  and  led  the  Faculty 
in  prayer. 

The  minutes  of  February  9,  1982  were  approved  with  the  following  adjustment  made 
to  the  final  item  of  Dr.  Blumer' s  Administrative  Report — 

"The  Board  agreed  to  reconsider  their  action  to  establish  a  Depart- 
ment of  Mass  Communications  if  the  Faculty  advances  valid  objections." 

Eldon  Kuhns  reported  that  Bob  Zaccaria  was  elected  to  Promotion  and  Tenure 
Committee.   It  was  also  reported  that  the  Faculty  voted  in  favor  of  granting 
Honorary  Degrees  to  both  Frank  C.  Carlucci  III  and  Elmer  Boyd  Staats.   Finally, 
Kuhns  read  a  thank-you  note  addressed  to  the  Faculty  from  the  Mel  Zimmerman 
family. 

Under  Previously  Distributed  Reports: 

The  following  two  proposals  from  G.C.A.A.  passed  without  change: 

1.  Drop/Add,  Audit,  S/U  Options,  and  Withdrawal  Policy  for 
Eight-Week  courses. 

2.  Class  Standing  Definition. 

The  G.C.A.A.  proposal  for  the  Cooperative  Program  in  Nuclear  Medicine 
Technology  passed  with  the  following  amendments  to  the  Proposed  Catalog 
Statement : 

1.  Delete  the  last  four  words   in  the  second  sentence  of  the  second 
paragraph,  viz. ,  "admittance  is  not  guaranteed." 

2.  Insert  the  word  "prescribed"  into  the  first  sentence  of  the  second 
paragraph  so  that  the  sentence  reads  as : 

"Students  enrolling  in  the  Cooperative  Program  in  Nuclear 
Medicine  Technology  will  study  for  three  years  at  Lycoming 
College,  followed  by  a  fourth  year  of  prescribed  study  at  a 
cooperating  hospital." 

3.  Change  the  second  sentence  of  the  fourth  paragraph  to  read  as 
follows : 

"Students  who  wish  to  major  in  another  academic  discipline 
shall  consult  with  their  advisors  early  in  their  college 
career  to  determine  whether  a  major  in  a  given  discipline 
can  be  completed  within  a  three-year  period." 


2. 

4.  If  negotiations  with  Williamsport  Hospital  are  not  completed  by 
the  time  the  catalog  goes  to  print,  delete  the  third  sentence 
in  the  second  paragraph  and  insert  the  following: 

"Lycoming  College  is  presently  negotiating  a  settlement 
with  the  Williamsport  Hospital." 

If  negotiations  are  completed  in  time,  this  change  will  not  be 
needed. 

5.  Change  the  last  sentence  of  the  last  paragraph  to  read  as  follows: 

"Those  who  wish  to  major  in  Physics  are  required  to  take 
the  following  courses:   As/Ph  25,  26,  27,  29,  a  course  in 
Nuclear  and  Particle  Physics,  two  elective  physics  courses 
numbered  11  or  above,  Bio.  5-6  or  10-11,  Math  18  and  19, 
and  one  year  in  Chemistry." 

The  Proposal  from  Dick  Morris  providing  faculty  representation  on  the  Personnel 
Committee  for  Nursing  and  Mass  Communications  faculty  passed. 

Dr.  Blumer  ruled  that  providing  such  representation  would  not  preclude  elimination 
of  Mass  Communications  as  a  Department. 

Dr.  Blumer  reported  that  the  Extension  Division  of  Penn  State  was  anticipating 
offering  a  nursing  program  at  Divine  Providence  Hospital. 

Dr.  Fred  Grogan  announced  that  the  May  Term  will  begin  early  to  accommodate 
students  whose  Social  Security  College  benefits  would  be  lost  if  they  were 
not  enrolled  by  May  1st. 


The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  5:03  P.M.
